So Faras Known Only Twenty Passengers 
and Sailors Have Been Saved—They 
Tella Thrilling Story of Escape. 


London, January 30.—The rorth German 
Lioyd steainship Elbe, bound from Bremen 
for New York, was surk in a collision 
with a small] steamer fifty miles off Lowes- 
tcft early this morning. She carried 380 
souls. But twenty-one survivors have been 
landed, but a few others may still be afloat 
in one of -he ship’s small boats. At 10 
o'clock tonight the number of lives lost was 
given out 2s 350. 

The survivors of the wreck were landed 
at Lowestoft by the fishing smack Wild- 
flower at 5:40 o'clock p.m. They are: Stoll- 
berg, third officer; Neussel, first engineer; 
Weser, paymaster; Schultheiss, Linkmeyer 
and Sitting, assistant paymasters; Furst, 
chief stoker; Vioebe, steward; Wenning, 
Singer and Seibert, sailors; Dreson and 
Batko, ordinary seamen; DeHardee, Ger- 
man pilot; Greenham, English pilot; Hof- 
mann, Lugen, Schlegel and Vevera, of 
Cleveland, 0., saloon passéngers; Bolthen, 
a steerage passenger, and Miss Anna 
Buecker. 

Hoffman’s home is in Nebraska. His wife 
and boy went down with the ship. All of 
them were in a pitiable condition. The 
pissengers were but half clothed. Their 
leW garments were. frozen stiff, tneir hair 
Was coated with ice, and anxiety and effort 
had exhausted them so completely that 
they had to be helped ashore. The officers 
and sailors were fuily dressed, but their 

_ Gothes had been drenched and frozen and 
they had been almost paralyzed with cold 
and fatigue. They had been ashore three 
hours before they had récovered sutfticiently 
to tell the story of the wreck. Their ac- 
counts agree upon the following points: 

The Elbe left Bremen on Tuesady after- 
hoon. The few hours of the voyage before 
the disaster were uneventful. At 4 o’clock 
this morning the wind was blowing very 
hard and a tremendous Sea was running. 
The morning was unusually dark. Various 
Steamers’ lights were seen in all directions, 
showing that many vessels were near by. 
The captain, therefore, ordered that rock- 
ets should be sent up at regular intervals 
to warn the craft to keep out of the Elbe’s 
Course. It was near to 6 o’clock and the 
Elbe was some fifty miles off Lowestoft,

The Story of a Passenger. 

Carl Hoffmann, who came ashore in the 
Winlflower, said in an interview: 

“My home is at Grand Island, Neb. I had 
my wife and boy, aged seven, with me on 
the Elbe. I am utterly wretched for I be- 
came separated from them and hardly dare 
hope that they have been saved. 

“I am abroad to visit my relatives in 
Germany, and during the last four months 
was accompanied by my wife and boy. We 
left Bremen for home on Tuesday. I was 
asleep in our stateroom when a noise like 
@ gunshot woke me. I jumped out of bed 
and spoke to my wife, who had been arous- 
ed suddenly. I1 asked her what she thought 
the trouble was, but she seemed to pay 
little attention to it. I was not greatly 
alarmed, although I heard scuffling feet 
and hoarse shouts on deck. I hurried in- 
to a few of my clothes, however, and went 
to the upper deck. I saw only too clearly 
then what had happened. I rushed below 
and helped my wife and boy throw on a 
few clothes, and we went on deck together. 
The excitement and confusion cannot be 
described. I never saw anything like it; 
everybody seemed to have lost his head. 
The scene was distressing beyond any- 
thing else I ever saw. Men, women and 
children were running about madly, the 
women screaming with terror and every 
man getting in the other’s way. The dark- 
ness increased the confusion and, fright. 
Suddenly I heard despairing cries from the 
women, ‘there are no more boats,’ and then 
saw the men at the davits. I noticed that 
the ropes were frozen so hard or were tan- 
gled or something of the sort that the 
sailors had to chop them frantically to get 
the boats clear. The sailors were doing 
their best, however, and worked with 
might and main. They finally got out the 
aft quarter boat on the port side. I could 
see that it was full of people, but the sailors 
could not lower it. 

“Meanwhile the steamer was settling per- 
ceptibly. I took my boy in my arms and 
got into the second boat. My wife was 
close behind when somebody shouted: ‘All 
women and children go on the other side of 
the ship.’ I believe the captain gave the 
order. My wife started to run across the 
deck and that is the last I saw of her. I 
clung to my boy, but some men seized 
us and dragged us out of the boat, and my 
place was taken by one of the crew. This 
boat got clear of the steamer. Before the 
men at the oars could get full command of 
her, a big wave almost dashed her against 
the steamer’s big foremast, which had 
gone by the board at the time of the col- 
lision. It was almost miraculous that 
the boat was not swamped. Another boat 
was got out. I took my boy into it and 
supposed that he had remained by my side, 
but just as the boat was lowered, I found 
that he had disappearcd. He had been 
torn away in the rush and scramble fur 
places. I tried to get back, but the boat 
went down with a jump, and the moment 
we reached the water the sailors pushed 
oft.”’ 

Miss Ruecker’s Experience. 

Miss Ruecker says she was in bed when 


the collision occurred. When she reached

Miss Ruecker was picked up by another 
lifeboat, ana five hours after was taken on 

board the Winlflower. luerst, a stoker, 
said in an interview: 

“I was ig the boiler room at the time of 
the collision. The water rushed in imme- 
diately through a big gap in the side. It 
poured in at a tremendous rate and soon 
extinguished the fires. Everybody in the 
boiler room knew the vessel must founder. 

When I reached the deck I saw the captain 
on the bridge, but did not see the pilots. I 
do not know where the pilots were.” 

Seaman Singer says that the Elbe was 
Struck just abaft the engine room, the 
stem of the other steamer crushing into the 
Second cabin. 

Third Officer Stollberg says that he cannot 
explain the coll™ion and that it is unlikely 
that any adequate account § can be 
obiained, as all the deck watch on duty 
at the time were drowned. The captain 
was on the bridge when the collision oc- 
curred and Officer Stoliberg heard him 
shouting in a loud, firm voice that the 
wenmien and children were to be saved first. 
The captain’s voice reached a considerable 
distance. His order was repeated by the 
second officer and must have been heard 
by everybody abroad. Officer Stollberg ex- 
pressed the warmest gratitude to Skipper 
Wright and the crew of the Wildflower. 
The roughness of the sea, he said, made 
the work of rescue extremely perilous. 
The fishergian gave the survivors the use 
of everythir g aboard the smack and fed and 
clothed them. There is some hope that the 
missing boat Las been rescued, inasmuch 
as there were several smacks in the vicinity 
of th2 collision. Probably some women 
and children got into the missing boat. 

The Commander of the Elbe. 

New York, January 30.—Captain Kurt von 
3céeesel, the commander of the Elbe, was 
ene of the most popular officers in the 
employ of the company and was extremely 
well liked by the passergers. He was re- 
garded as an exceptionally cautious com- 
mander. The first officer was named G. 
Wilhelm and the secord officer J. Hell- 
mers. All were veterans in the service of 
the comp.ay. 

Supposed to Have Sunk the Elbe. 

Rotterdam, January 30.—The steamer 
Crataoie, from Rotterdam for Aberdeen, 
has returned to Masluis, her stem having 
been stove in by coming in collision with 
an unknown vessel at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing thirty miles from Hook, Holland. She 
is not leaking. It is supposed that the 
Elbe is the steamer with which the Crathie 
was in collision. 

London, January 31.—First Engineer 
Neussel’s opinion is that the vessel which 
ran down the Elbe was a steamer of about 
1,500 tons. 


ORDERING ARMS. 


Guatemala Placing Orders in Germa- 
ny for War Material. 

Berlin, January 30.—The Koelnische Zie- 
tung says that Guatemala has placed large 
orders for war material with the best 
known German factories. Mexico also is 
said to be negotiating with German makers 
of small arms. 

Excitement in Mexico. 

City of Mexico, January 30.—An 
announcement published here this morning 
that the Central American republics of Nic- 
aragua, Honduras and Salvador, with Costa 
Rica to follow, would férm an alliance with 
Guatemala, in the event of trouble with 
Mexico, has caused considerable comment. 
Senor Castellanos, the Salvadorean minister 
here, on being interviewed, denied having 
any. knowledge of the matter, and govern- 
ment officials state that no official confirma- 
tion of the announcement has veen received. 
The formation of such a Central American 
league would doubtless tend to increase the 
fast rising public sentiment in Mexico 
against Guatemala. 

The denial that the United States pro- 
poses to interfere in the Guatemalan mat- 
ter gives great satisfaction here, and the 
impartial attitude of the United States 
commands admiration. It is stated on good 
authority that Gautemala is backing down, 
that only one serious difficulty exists, name- 
ly, the indemnity demanded by Mexico. 
Meanwhile Mexico is pushing her war prep- 
arations as actively as ever. 


WILL COME 


Where They Can Compete with the 
Whole World. 

Hartford, Conn., January 30.—A promi- 
nent Greenwoods maufacturing company, 
the New Hartford manufacturers of cot- 
ton goods, says the company has practi- 
cally concluded to abandon their plant in 
New Hartford and move south. The com- 
pany is especially nettled over the action 
of the town in raising the taxes on the 
plant from $25,000 to $40,000. It claims that, 
with such heavy taxes, high freights on 
raw materials, ete., it cannot compete 
with southern manufacturers and make a 
reasonable profit. The controlling interest 
in the Greenwoods company is owned by 
J. Spencer Turner, of New York, who 
has large interests in southern manufac- 
turing plants. The capital of the company 
is $300,000, and its pay roll $175,000. It is the 
principal industry in New Hartford.

AN EASY MATTER 10 STOP THE RUN 


Mr. Cleveland Sends a Messenger to 
New York for a Conference, 


ENGLAND WANTS SOME OF THE BONDS 


The Government’s Revenues Now Exceed

Discharge of the Finance Committee. 


Washington, January 30.—(Special.)-—Four 
million dollars of gold was carted away 
from the subtreasury at New York today 
and that decreasing reserve which h 
twice been built up by bond sales for ing 
convenience and profits of Ickelheimer, 


tunes out of it has gone down to $44,500,-

Cleveland and Carlisle are almost in @ 
delirium of fright over it, and instead of. 
being up and doing their duty, they are 
abusing congress for not pulling them out 
of the hole they have crawled into. They 
could get out in twenty-four hours by do- 
ing as other governments do—redeem in 
both gold and silver, but they seem to fear 
that will offend their able and distinguish- 
ed financial shark friends and. besides it 
would be a reversal of Mr, Cleveland's es- 
tablished policy. They do not seem to 
take into account that the government is 
stronger than the association of New York 
banks which stopped the last panie by re- 
fusing to cash the large checks of their 
depositors. That ended the panic then. 
There were no runs because the banks 
would not permit it. By a display of just 
a little of this quality of nerve on the part 
of the president, this run’on the gold would 
be stopped in an hour and finances would 
right themselves in a day. 

The revenues of the government have 
begun to exceed the expenditures. There is 
a large surplus of money in the treasury 
derived from the two recent bond sales, 
and with this raid upon the treasury gold 
ended, everything connected with the 
finances of the government would be at 
rights in a jiffy, so to speak. 

But Mr. Cleveland wants more bonds 
because the national bankers want them, 
and Mr. Cleveland is going to issue them. 
He says congress is not going to put its 
foot into it by coming to his rescue now. 
Therefore, today he sent his man Curtis, 
the assistant secretary of the treasury, to 
New Yory to visit the subtreasury, the 
bankers, the Ickelheimer and Lazard 
sharks and see if a hundred-million-dollar- 
bond issue for gold can be floated next 
week if he will authorize them on Monday. 
The order to prepare them is said to have 
already been given to the bureau of print- 
ing and engraving and it is a rush order. 

England Desires Them. 

The Barings have cabled from England 
that, if made gold bonds, they can be 
floated over there, but the New Yorkers 
will not let them get that far away from 
home. They want them and are going to 
have them, but they want them at a lower 
price than was paid for the last. 

In the house end of the capitol the bank- 
ing and currency committee struggled 
with the Cleveland bill all day and loaded 
it down with the worst sort of gold and 
national banking amendments calculated to 
make it more unpopular than ever. In the 
Senate, there was a lively tilt over it this 
morning, and that tilt demonstrated that 
the Cleveland bill stands just the same 
chance of going through the senate that a 
snow ball would in a furnace. Furnace it 
not the best word here, but it is the most 
appropriate for print. Vest opened up the 
question by an impassioned speech, “I 
will not,’” he explained, passionately, “go 
with the president of the United States in 
perpetuating the single gold standard and 
in fastening on the people of this counrtry 
the national banking bill. 

Wolcott expounded on the same line and 
then John Sherman created a sensation by 
declaring the finance committee was help- 
less to deal with this question. He and his 
republican colleagues were not allowed to 
propose a measure to the senate unless 
they attached a free coinage amendment 
to it. Then he suggested that the senate 
should discharge the committee. But the 
senate is with the committee rather than 
with Mr. Sherman, and his proposition fell 
flat—as flat as has fallen Mr. Cleveland’s 
bond bill. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, of the finance 
committee, put the situation well in these 
words to me today: “I see no prospects of 
legislation. Congress will not accept the 
president’s proposition, and it should not. 
I suppose Mr. Cleveland will issue $100,000,- 
000 more of bonds for the New York people. 
The gold will continue to go out under his 
present policy and in time we will get 
down to nothing but silence. If he insists 
upon not carrying out the law and redeem- 
ing in both gold and silver, we can only go 
to a silver basis and as between the two, 
I am frank to say I would rather see the 
government on a silver basis than a gold 
basis, but neither is desirable. I am a 
bimetallist, and if the president would, he 
could establish it and end all the trouble. 
“No; I don’t think an extra session of the 
next congress would do any more than this 
has done.”’ 

An Extra Session Useless. 

In this latter statement Senator Jones 
is, perhaps, entirely correct. A general 
understanding has been reached between 
the silver republicans and the other repub- 
licans in both houses; that if the fifty- 
fourth congress is called to meet in special 
session they will not attempt any further 
financial legislation, but wili devote the 
session to the simple act of intreasing the 
revenues of the country, leaving the cur- 
rency question to go over until the regular 
session. This suggestion first came from 
Tom Reed and was promptly agreed to by 
all who were spoken to on the subject. 
There was no caucus held but the matter 
Was canvassed among the republicans in 
both houses until a substantial agreement 
was reached. The silver men readily as- 
senting.

The Constitution Was Right. 

As a matter of fact, Cleveland wants 
bonds, and nothing but bonds, and he is 
determined to have them whether congress 
Says so or not. The Constitution's pre- 
dictions made and repeated hundreds of 
times during the past year have all come 
true. The congressmen who abused it 
months ago are making sch dire predic- 
tions of what Mr. Cleveland’s policy was 
bringing us to and who criticise it for 
proclaiming the president the tool of the 
money sharks, now say The Constitution 
was right in every particular. But it is 
not ended yet. Cleveland’s policy, if pur- 
sued, will prove more disastrous to the 
country than has yet been predicted by any 
one. 

Justice Jackson to Retire. 

Senator Harris, of Tennessee, introduced 
a bill in the senate today to permit Justice 
Howell E. Jackson to retire from the su- 
preme court. This means that Justice 
Jackson, on account of his health, is com- 
Pslied to retire from the bench. Justice 
Jackson has been in bad health for a@ year 
or more and his retirement has been ex- 
pected. This opens the way for the presi- 
dent to provide for William L. Wilson, of 
West Virginia, who was defeated for re- 
lection in the house. There ts little doubt 
but that Mr. Cieveland will appoint Mr. 
Wilson to the vacancy immediately after 
March 4th. Later on, when Justice Field 
retires, Mr. Carlisle may be placed on the 
supreme bench. 

A Correction from Colonel Cabaniss. 

Congressman Cabaniss said tvday: “I 
notice in Saturday’s Constitution a letter 
from its Macon correspondent in whiclkr 
he states that he is informed by a reliable 
gentleman that I am to be given a good 
position by the president upon the expira- 
tion of my term of office, and, further, that 
it is highly probable that I will be a can- 
didate for congress in the sixth district 
next year.

THE MEMBERS GOT EXCITED 


When Mr. Catchings Introduced His 

Resolution. 

Washington, January 30.—At the earliest 
moment after the opening of the session of 
the house, Mr. Catchings reported from the 
committee on rules a resolution for the 
consideration of the Reilly Pacific railroad 
funding bill. It provided for general debate 
from the adoption of the resvlution until 3 
o’clock tomorrow, Thursday’s session to be- 
gin at il o’clock; debate on the five minute 
rule to continue until 4:30 o'clock when the 
vote on the bill will be taken and pending 
amendments. The order giving Thursday to 
the committee on the District of Columbia 
was abrogated and Friday set apart for 
business from that committee. 

The debate from the beginning had pro- 
ceeded amidst some confusion, the members 
crowding about the speakers and throng- 
ing the area in front of the desk; but all 
that was as nothing to the hubbub tnat was 
accompanied by Catchings’s efforts to close. 
He said the rule did not commit the house 
to any settlement of the question; the only 
question involved was as to whether or 
not the house would proceed to consider the 
bill, and he could not understand why so 
much excitement should be occasioned over 
a simple order of business. wiverting to the 
merits of the case, Mr. Catchings said he 
understood there were Members on the floor 
who would not be sorry if the government's 
rights and privileges were sacrificed. The 
practical question facing the house was, 
should an effort be made to get the money 
due the government? He Delieved that the 
house would be recreant to every trust if it 
failed to make every effort in that direction. 
The gentleman from Indiana, Mr. Holman, 
said Mr. Catchings, had asserted what was 
not true, that the democratic party had 
frowned upon every attempt to settle or 
compromise the debt. ’ 

At this Mr. Holman was on his _ feet, 
shouting and wgesticulating violently, and 
half a hundred members crowded about the 
speakers, whose voices we?e drowned in the 
tumult, to which the speaker pro tem., Mr. 
Richardson, of Tennessee, added by a vigor- 
ous rapping of the gavel. 

Mr. Catchings asserted that the journals 
of the forty-eighth and forty-ninth con- 
gresses would sliow two committees—one of 
them presided over by his colleague, Mr. 
Outhwaite, had reported bills for the settle- 
ment of the question. 

Mr. Holman—lhey won’t show anything 
of the kind. 

Mr. Catchings--They will show it and I 
know what I am talking about. If we had 
had rules to force consideration the bilis 
would have been passed, but they could 
not be reached. 

Mr. MeMillin and Mr. Outhwaite were now 
on their feet and shouting their views. Mr. 
MeMillin said the house had refused to 
pass the bills. 

Mr. Catchings—The house did not refuse 
to pass the bills; they were not considered. 

Finally, by appealing to members to re- 
store order and directing the sergeant-at- 
arms to request them to take their seats, 
the speaker pro tem. succeeded in restoring 
something like order, and Mr. Catchings 
concluded, with an expression of opinion 
that two days were amply sufficient for an 
elucidation of every proposition that could 
properly arise in the discussion. More than 
two days could not be given at this time, in 
justice to other and quite as important 
matters which were demanding to be heard. 

The proceedings leading to the modifica- 
tion of the rule as above indicated followed 
with less excitement and then the house re- 
soived itself into committee of the whole 
to consider the Reilly bill. 

A house bill was passed authorizing the 
chief of any siate penitentiary or jail to 
open the mail of a prisoner which he has. 
reason to believe is intended to be deroga- 
tory to the discipline of the institution.

Lawyers for the Strikers Are After the 
Street Railways. 


THE WORK HOURS ARE 100 LONG 


More Than Ten Hours a Day Isa 
Violation of Law. 


FIFTY-FIVE DEATHS BY TROLLEYS 


In Two Years the Brooklyn Lines Have 
Had 300 Accidents-The Companies 
Geta Postponement. 


Albany, N. Y., January 30.—The hearing 
before Attorney General Hancock this 
morning on the application of John Giblin, 
master workman of district assembly 49 
Knights of Labor, and Andrew Best, mas 
ter workman of district assembly 
Knights of Labor, to commence an action 
against the Brooklyn Heights railroad, was 
set’ for 10 ociock this morning. Giblin 
and Best were present, attended by Con- 
gressman-elect William Sulzer and James 
A. Dennison. Raphael J. Moses was alsc¢ 
present in the interest of the strikers. 
Editor Graham, of The Mercury; John H. 
Fife, of New York city, and T. J. Me- 
Guire, of Amsterdam, member of the gen- 
eral executive board, Knights of Labor, 
were present as spectators. The Brooklyn 
Heights Company was represented by 
Thomas 8S. Moore, of Brooklyn, and WIt- 
liam C. Trull, of New York city. 

What the Applicants Want. 

The application asks the attorney general 
to begin an action to annul the charter of 
the company for failure to properly oper- 
ate its lines during the strike. 

Mr. Moses addressed the attorney gen- 
eral, saying he did not appear as the pe- 
titioner, but he desired to be present, be- 
ing interested in the case as,.the counsel 
obtaining the mandamus issued to compe} 
the company to run its cars. Mr. Moore 
asked an opportunity to put in answering 
affidavits for the company. This would 
take two or three days. President Lewis 
was so busy and counsel so tied up with 
legal proceedings that nothing could be 
arranged in the way vf a reply on the 
short notice given, 

Colonel Dennison answered that thea 
company was only seeking delay. The 
charges now laid were identical with those 
made before the state board of arbitration 
and before Judge Gaynor and the counsel 
had had three distinct opportunities to 
answer. Every day’s delay meant hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars lost to the 
public and a tremendous inconvenience. It 
is also involving big. losses to merchants: 
The counsel were notified at the earliest 
‘houF Tuesday mornfng and the company’s 
officials certainly had time to make a de- 
nial. Colonel Dennison said he would make 
his case largely on President Lewis's ade 
mission. " 

Attorney General Hancock announced 
that he would hear the arguments, and 
if it became necessary to get additiana! 
papers an adjournment could then be had. 

Celonel Dennison’s Argument. 

Colonel Dennison then began his argu- 
ment, which he said was on behalf of 
the general public and not merely for the 
strikers. He asked no assistance of the 
attorney general in the effort to settle a 
question of wages ur anything of that 
sort. The theory ne brought the action 
upon was to stop the enormous incon- 
venience and loss to the general public. 
The ground upon which the attorney gen- 
eral> was asked to interfere was found 
under section 1798 of the code. The com- 
pany had been guilty of acts specified um 
der this section which tnade it possible to 
ennul its charter. The situation showed 
that the company, which originally had 
three-quarters of a miie of track, had 
leases of other roads, which guve it about 
300 miles of track and he understood it 
claimed a capital of $46,000,W0. The com- 
pany had been annually making agree- 
ments with its employes, but this year 
the negotiations, began in September, had 
not been carried through. One of the main 
reasons of the disagreement had been a 
refusal of the company to agree to a 
promise not to employ their men more 
than ten hours a day in violation of state 
laws. 

Colonel Dennison at this point read the 
article presented to the officials of the 
company bearing on this point and showed 
that the paper had been marked to show 
that the company rejected the section. 

The men, aside from the laws, needed 
their full faculties to discharge their du- 
ties with safety to the public and could not 
have them and work long hours. The 
company had willfully put themselves in 
position so that they could not operate 
their road. This was done by discharging 
skilled electrical employes who had re- 
fused in the event of a strike to take 
motormen’s places. This act of the com- 
pany had made it dangerous for the mo- 
tormen to continue at work and hmd pre- 
This was a different 
situation from a mere failure to operate 
the road. The company had enforced un- 
lawful actions which disregarded the pube 
lic in the running of cars at too high a 
rate of speed. In two years the trolleys 
had caused fifty-five deaths and over 300 
accidents. 

The men might werk for 50 cents a day 
if they chose, that was not in the question 
here. The disregard of lives and property 
had resulted in drawing out 10,000 troops 
In view of the willful violations of the 
law it was the duty of the attorney gen- 
eral to take such steps as were necessary 
in the public’s behalf. The company had

1892, which said the contpany could employ 
any inhabitants of the _ state. In order 
to operate its cars the company had estab- 
lished agencies in many of the large cities 
of the country to get the men needed to 
take the place of the former employes. 
This was a violation of the public policy 
of the state and of the company’s charter. 
Judge Gaynor had intimated that there 
were matters for the attorney Beneral to 
consider itn the situation. 
The Company Not Ready. 

When Mr. Dennison had concluded At- 
torney Moore saia the commany wanted 
time to put in answers to the affidavits. 
He would like to nave until Monday and 
might have something to say also to the 
attorney general. 

Mr. Moses objected to delay. He said 
the counsel had had a month’s time to 
prepare for all the great questions which 
have arisen. 

Mr. Trull, for the company, declared that 
the papers furnished no ground for action 
by the attorney ceneral against the com- 
pany. There had been no single acts of 
violence committed during the strike for 
which the strikers were not responsible.

THE STRIRE IS OVER. 


Every Street Car Line in Brookiyn 
Running. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., January 30.—More troops 
were withdrawn from the streets of Brook- 
lyn today. All but a few companies of the 
Second brigade were ordered from their 
posts to their armories and held in reserve. 
Some of the regiments will probably be dis- 
missed tomorrow. The Second battery broke 
camp and went home this evening. The 
withdrawal of the troops was the result of 
a conference between Mayor Schieren and 
Brigadier General McLeer. They decided 
that the peace and quiet of the city was 
practically restored and that the police 
could take care of such disturbances as still 
continue. 

Very few disturbances have been reported 
today. Passengers on the trolley cars have 
ridden through all parts of the city without 
being hit by flying missiles, and non-union 
motormen and conductors have been com- 
paratively free from assault. There have 
been a few arrests frem stone-throwing, 
wire cutting and assaults, but the sfective 
work of the troops and police has broken 
the spirit of lawlessness and Brook:iyn 1s 
practically herself again. President Nor- 
ton. of the Atlantic Avenue line, asked 
what the effect of a mandamus against his 
company would have, replied: ““We are run- 
ning all the cars of our jine which have not 
been incapacitated by strikers. We hold the 
city responsible for the damage to them, 
and it is not our fault that they are not 
now running. We have plenty of men and 
will run all our cars as soon as we can re- 
pair them.” 

At 6:50 o’clock this evening car No. 1131, 
of the Flatbush avenue line, was attacked 
by a gang of strikers near the reservoir, 
opposite Prospect park. The motorman, 
3enjamin Middciemart, was pulled from the 
ear and beaten, but was finally rescued by 
Special Officer Loraig, who was riding on 
the car. Some one in the crowd stole the 
motor handle of the car.

GOLD WITHDRAWALS. 


Mr. Cleveland May Decide to Issue 
Thirty Year Bonds. 

Washington, January 30.—The gold re- 
serve was reduced today by withdrawals 
at: several subtreasuries to $44,551,322. The 
withdrawals were as follows: 

At New York, $3,775,000; at Baltimore, 
$121,740; at Boston, $45,000. Total for the 
day, $3,961,740. 

Rumors as to what the president and 
Secretary Carlisle intend to do were 
plentiful, but no official announcement was 
given out. No preparations are being made 
for a bond issue, and none will be made 
until the president is convinced that con- 
gress will not respond to his appeal for 
financiaF’sid. Unless this congress re- 
sponds promptly fo the president's sugges- 
tion, he will, in the exercise of his dis- 
cretion under the resumption act, direct 
the issue of $100,000,000 bonds. Under this 
act there are three kinds of bonds he 
may issue, viz: 

Five per cent bonds which run ten years; 
4% per cent bonds which run fifteen years, 
and 4 per cent bonds which run thirty 
years. 

As the president in his recent message 
fivored fifty-year bonds, tie general be- 
lief is that, if bonds are issued under the 
resumption act, they will be 4 per cent 
bonds, to run thirty years. 

Everything is contingent on the condi- 
tion of the gold reserve. Should the gold 
withdrawals diminish or cease altogether, 
the president may not consider another 


bond issue necessary at this time, as the 
general condition of tne treasury, with 
$143,000,000 available for expenses and con- 
stant improvement daily showing in re- 
ceipts, is better now than it has been for 
the past two years. 

New York, Jaruary 30.—The withdrawals 
of gold from the subtreasury, up to 2:46 
oclock p. m., were $3,600,000, making the 
total thus far this week $10,350,000. 

No More Statements. 

Philadelphia, January 30.—There were m0 
stipments of gold today from the Philadcel- 
phia mint and hereafter there will pe no 
aanouncements of calls for the yellow met- 
al. Superintendent Townsend said this af- 
ternmcon: 

“IT have decided not to make any sta‘e- 
ments about shipments of gold. It serves 
no good purpose. I think it has the effect 
of making a craze for inducing the hoard- 
ing of the metal. Besides all the gold ship- 
ped from the mint is not sent abroad. Gold 
is sent here to be coined and calls are being 
continually made for it by the subtreasury, 
and I think it is the best policy to say noth- 
ing mcre about shipments.”

Griffin, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain D. J. Bailey, as president of the Cot- 
ton Growers’ Association for Spalding 
county, called a meeting of the farmers 
at the courthuose today during the noon re- 
cess of the court, for the purpose of per- 
fecting organization. Douglas Glessner, of 
The News and Sun was made secretary and 
President Bailey stated the object of the 
meeting. Resolutions endorsing the Mis- 
sissippi association and its objects were 
introduced and carried.

This may seem strange in a country where 

here is so much live stock raised, but when 

you recollect that not one of them was 

ever able to own a cow ora sheep you may 
understand it. The land is held in whole 

counties by hereditary possessors, who nev- 

er think of parting With an inch of it. On 
these vast estates there may live hundreds 

of thousands of peons, Whose lives are 

bound to the rancheros for debts, who are 
forced to live on root and grain crops, but 
who dare not kill a single living thing on 

the place, The live stock is all the proper- 
ty of the ranchero, who does not even know 
the number of his possessions. Whenever 
he wants money he has enough cattle driv- 
en up to put on sale to raise it, or if he 
has a big bill to pay, instead of parting 
with a single acre of land he will send out 
his herdsmen to run in a big bunch of 
steers, sometimes eight hundred or a thou- 
sand. Then the ranchero settles back in 
his ease, and leaves to nature the replen- 
shment of his stock. Their ideas of hospi-

About seventy years ago, a number of 
Mexican hacandados, headed by ‘Don Juan 
Antonio Gomez, introduced the cultivation 
of coffee” into Gordova.: The cultivation 
Sopn spread to other points, and there 
grew to be estates upon which there were 
haif a million trees. In a state of cultiva- 
tion, the coffee tree is a shrub of close 
and systematic growth of low standing, 
averaging only from four to six féet in 
height, and branching numerously from 
about eighteen inches from the ground. 
Its upper growth is checked by the pruning 
Knife of the cuitivator and trained by 
frequent cutting and strapping, so as to 
assume a pyramidal form, for the purpose 
of increasing the quantity and improving 
the quality of Its product, as well as to 
facilitate the picking of its crop. The 
flowers which are produced in dehse clus- 
ters in the axils of the leaves, fitting close 
to them, are funnel-shaped and small, but 
numerous, having a fine-toothed calyx, a 
tubular and a single bifid style, snow 
white in color, and possessing a rich, fra- 
Srant odor, much like that of the Spanish 
jassamine. The plants in blossom have a 
peculiarly rich and attractive appearance, 
the bloom being very evanescent, and of 
short duration, but are quickly followed 
by fruit. 

A more beautiful sight than a large 
coffee plantation, with its many hundreds 
of ever-green bushes, resembling lilac 
bushes in bloom in the month of May, 
cannot be conceived. It resembles what a 
person would picture a field robed in gol-

den white. The air is impregnated with 
a sweet aroma like that of the orange. 
The white blossoming lasts only two 
days, then untold millions of white petals 
burst forth all in one night—a mighty 
host at nature’s call. On lowlands many 
trees blossom from January to May. in 
1,200 feet above sea level from March to 
September, and at an altitude of 4,000 feet 
the trees bloom all the year round. Often 
at the same time the trees are seen bear- 
ing ripe berries, green ones and blossoming 
—in order that the whole world may have 
its morning cup of rich and _ fragrant 
coffee.

FUSIONISTS DISAGREE. 


North Carolina Populists Want One 
Thing and Republicans Another. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 30.—(Special.)— 

The populists and republicans are still 
holding caucuses on the county government 
and election law bills, but neither is yet 
in shape. The sieering committee, which 
is outside of the legislature, has adopted 
part of the bill. There is a hitch as to 
the question of cumulative voting for 
county commissioners. This the populists, 
headed by Marion Butler, urge very strong- 
ly. The republicans had a separate cau- 
cus, &And voted solidly against it. 

The chairman of the special joint com- 
mittee on election law says it is agreed 
that no precincts are to have over 300 
voters; that early closing of polls is not 
yet agreed upon; that county commission- 
ers are to be deprived of all power as 
regards elections; that this legislature will 
elect magistrates as usual, but that, at 
the next election, all magistrates will be 
voted for. 

The populists wish to increase the num- 
ber of magistrates, while the republicans 
oppose at increase. These bills .will be 
submitted to a fusionist joint caucus, and 
voted on section by section. This cannot 
be done before next week. The chairman 
of the joint caucus says the legislature 
will, next week, get down to hard. work. 
So far, it has done little. He looks for 
adjournment by the first week in March. 
Some fusionists are urging adjournment 
by February 15th, but this is impossible. 

The Baptist state convention committee 
has memorialized the legislature to gradual- 
ly withdraw state aid to the university. 
The state fusion organ, edited by Marion 
Butler, creates quite a stir by vigorously 
opposing this, and declaring that it would 
be a ruinous policy, and disgraceful - to 
the state. This has caused the chairman 
of the committee to publish the threat 
that, if there was nota withdrawal of the 
appropriation, the matter would be taken 
into politics next year. Butler takes up 
this challenge, anu says he does not fear 
the result. Both he and Chairman Holton 
say the appropriation to the university 
will not be withdrawn. 

New Bills and Bills Passed. 

The most important biils introduced 
the legislature today were: 

To grant pensions to widows whose hus- 
bands died at any time from injuries 
ceived during the war; to give the public 
printing to the lowest bidder; to prohibit 
the sale of intoxicating liqueurs. 

Bills were passed to repeal the stock 
law in Pitt, Pender and Pamlico counties. 

Special appropriations for new buildings 
at the white and colored institutions for 
the blind were asked for. 

The senate passed a bill to define butter 
and regulate its sale by compelling all 
dealers in butterine or oleomargarine to 
place a label on each package which will 
show the chemical ingredients. The in- 
troducer of the bill declared that it would 
greatly promote North Carolina’s dairy in- 
terests, and that several'lobbyists had been 
gent here to defeat the bill. 

A bill passed the house to protect policy- 
holders of insurance by making a final 
judgment against a company a len on ail 
its property in this state. There was a 
four-hour debate in the house on the bill 
to create Scotland county out of foug 
townships in Richmond county. Great in- 
terest was manifested, and the bill pass- 
ed by a vote of 52 to 38. The people within 
the boundaries of the proposed county are 
to vote next August on whether it shall 
be established or not. e 
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MUST HAVE SILVER. 


Vest Is Eternally Opposed to a Single 
Gold Standard. 


HE MAKES "A. STRONG SPEECH 


He Does Not Believe That the People 
Desire the Contraction of the Cur- 
rency by Retiring #500,000,000. 


Washington, January 30.—If there had 
been any lingering hope left that the 
finance committee of the scnate would be 
able to agree upon some measure of finan- 
cial relief at the present session. such 
hope was definitely dispelled in the course 
of the discussion which broké out immedi- 
ately after the reading of the journal to- 
day. 

One of the leading democratic members 
of that committee, Mr. Vest, of Missouri, 
in presenting resolutions of the St. Louis 
merchants’ exchange favoring legislation 
on the lines of the president’s recent mes- 
sage, took a firm stand against any such 
legislation, and expressed the opinion that 
the merchants’ exchange had not given 
proper consideration to the subject and 
did not represent the intelligent opinion 
of a majority of the people of Missouri. 
He declared that he would never vote to 
issue one bond for the purpose of securing 
gold in order that the country might re- 
main on a single gold standard. In reply 
to a question as to whether the finance 
committee would agree upon a pian he said 
that there was not the slightest possibil- 
ity of its doing so. 

A leading republican of the same com- 
mittee, Mr. Sherman, expressed the same 
opinion, saying that the committee on 
finance was utterly helpless to deal with 
the question and that the best thing .that 
the senate could do wouid be to discharge 
the committee from its further considera- 
tion, take up the question itself and give 
the necessary relief to the country. 

After the subject was dropped the sen- 
ate proceeded to the consideration of ex- 
ecutive business, and, having ratified the 
Japanese treaty, adjourned at 4:05 o'clock 
p. m. 

The Opening Gun. 

The financial debate was precipitated 
upon the senate at the very opeaing of 
the session. After presenting the tele- 
gram and resolutions from the St. Louis 
merchants’ exchange, Mr. Vest said: 

“Mr. President—l have Very great re- 
spect for the St. Louis merchants’ ex- 
change and for the opinions and wishes of 
the gentlemen who constitute that body, 
but 1 am unable to meet their views in 
regard to the recommendations in the 
president's message. I do not think that 
the merchants’ exchange, of St. Louis, rep- 
resents the intelligent opinion of the ma 
jority of the peopie of Missouri. I do not 
think .uwat its members have given proper 
consideration to the legitimate effect of 
the recommendations which his exceliency 
has made -to congress. 

“I do not believe that a majority of the 
people of Missouri or of the people of the 
Uniied States favor the retirement of 
go0U,000,000 of non-interest bearing treasury 
notes and the substitution in place of 
them of no currency at al!. 1 do not be- 
lieve that they propose to retire those 
notes by substituting a gold obligation, 
running for fitty years, with interast in 
gold payable every year tu the amount of 
10,000,000, and With an aggregate amount 
vi interest at the end of fifty years of $790, . 
QU0,000 in gold. 

“it is a selfish suggestion that the prin. 
cipal, or a jarge part of it, is to be paid by 
posterity.

“Mr. President, with great respect 
to the St, Louis merchents’ 
exchange I deny their faculty as sooth- 
Sayers in the matter of finances. This 
Same Mercnants’ xchange telegraphed 
me to vote for the unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing Clause of ihe Snerman act 
and Said that its repeal would bring pros- 
perity to the country and that Sunshine 
would again illuminate the land. That ree 
peal took place, unconditionally, and what 
was the result? So far from bringing pross 
perity it brought additional adversity and 
the prophecy made by Self-cunstituted 
financiers turned out ot bea meie Hlusion— 
‘the baseless fabric of a Vision.’ 

The War Against Silver. 

“Mr. President, the congress is now be- 
ing assailed because it Will i0t put this 
country entirely upon a guld standard 
basis and will not perpetuate the national 
banks as banks of circulation. The presi- 
Gent of the United States has issued a 
proclamation of war against the silver 
issue of the country and he seeks now (I 
do not speak of his motives, put of the re- 
sults,) to make those of us whvu do not be- 
lieve in a single gold standard accessory 
to the destruction of silver and to the 
perpetuation of the system to which he is 
devoted. It it possible thar intelligent men 
believe that the president hav not now the 
power to secure aii the wold that is necese 
sary for the treasury of the United States, 
even on his own theory in regard to 
finances? The Secretary of the treasury 
openly avows (and the president repeats) 
that they need no more money to meet the 
cuPrent expenditures of the government. 
There is (to use the president’s own lan- 
guage) ‘a comfortable balance of 363,000,008 
‘in the treasury.’ They openly avow that 
they want gold to maintuin the single gold 
Standard and for no other purpose. 

“And yet the impression is made on th¢ 
country that unless congress gives ad- 
ditional legislation power is taken away 
from the executive and the country will be 
involved in one common ruin. 

“Mr. President, under the resumption 
act (so-called) the president of the United 
States has the power to issue 444 per cent 
bonds or 4 per cent bonds, the latter to 
run thirty years. These bonds can be 
made the basis of national bank circula- 
tion. And the president, therefore, has in 
his hands today all the power hecessary to 
secure all the gold that ne may think 
should be put {nm the treasury uf the coun- 
try. Every intelligent mau knows that a 
4 per cent bond running thirty years would 
be the ideal bond for the national banks. 
Every one knows that the national 
banks are interested exceedingly 
in a single gold standard and in the 
perpetuation of their power for the 
issue of circulation. The president of the 
United States wishes to furce us to be a) 
uccessory to the single gold standard. } 
wish to say for one that never, never, in a 
time of profound peace, will 1 vote to issue 
one bond by this government fur the pur- 
pose of securing gold in order that the 
country may remain on a single gold 
standard.”’ ' 

> 

Mr. Cullom: “I would like to hear from 
the senator whether the finance committee 
is likely to arrive at the adoption of uny 
policy which would pruduce more money 
for the use of the treasury.” 

No Possibilities of an Agreement. 

Mr. Vest: “It would be proper that the 
chairman of the committee suvula answer 
that question, but in his absence I venture 
to remark that I do not think there is the 
slightest possibility of the finance commit- 
tee of the senate agreeing upon any bill 
to be reported to this body. As to legisla- 
tion to meet deficiencies that question is 


ignore the autonomy of the guvernment as- 
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secretary of the treasury) one of any im- 
portance’ The secretary of the treasury 
stated to me-the day oefore yesterday 
that he needs no legislacion to meet any 
deficiencies and that no deficiencies exist.” 

Mr. Sherman, a member of the finance 
committee, said that the contest, whether 
this country should be on a standard of 
silver or on a standard of gold money, 
could not be longer avoided. That was 
the question which loomed in the distance. 
He had hoped that, for the present session 
at least, it would not have to be taken up. 
Every man in the country who wus fa- 
miliar with the financial conditions felt 
that it was necessary to extend to the 
government some relief unser the present 
circumstances, and yet senators were told 
that they should give no relief whatever, 
except with the adoption of a measure for 
the free coinage of silver He believes that 
the adoption of the system of free coinage 
of silver would degrade the nation among 
the financial people of the world; among the 
business men of the world, yea, among the 
laboring men of the world. It would do so 
more than any other measure that could be 
devised. 

If, therefore, the choice lay between a 
gold standard and a silver standard and if 
one or the other must be adopted he was for 
that standard which was the highest and 
best, and which was the standard of all 
the civilized and Christian nations of Eu- 
rope, while the other standard had been re- 
jected over and over again. 

Wants Both Gold and Silver. 

“But,” Mr. Sherman continued, “I have 
always believed, and I still believe, that 
both silver and gold ought to be maintained 
as the circulation of this country—gold as 
the ‘highest measure of value in all our com- 
mercial and business relations abroad and 
asa basis of our commerce at home, and 
silver should be used to the largest extent 
possible, so long as it does not demonetize 
gold. I am of that belief nuw; but | am 
bound to say that the committee on finance 
is utterly helpless to deal with this vast 
question. We are quite divided upon it. We 
are not allowed to propose a measure to 
this senate which all can approve of unless 
there is attached to it a provision for the 
free coinage of silver. We know that that 
measure would be rejected; and, therefore, 
it is insisted upon so as to prevent any re- 
lief being extended to the people of the 
United States in the time of distress. 
* * * The best thing, therefore, for the 
senate to do is to discharge the committee 
on finance from the further consideration 
of this question and to take it up itself 
and give the necessary relief to the coun- 
try.”’ 

He Wants to Know What They Want. 

Mr. Hill said there seemed to be a dispute 
as to what this Congress was required to do 
to meet the public expectation made in 
the public mind; there was an impression 
that some affirmative legislation was desir- 
ed to meet the present deficiencies in the 
revenue of the government and that con- 
gress, unmindful of its duties, was refusing 
to give the necessary relief to tide the 
treasury over the emergency. It was for 
the purpose of meeting the alleged deficien- 
cies that various bills had been introduced. 
Mr. Sherman had said that the revenues 
should be increased, and Mr. Vest had said, 
semi-officially, that no such legislation was 
required, but that it was desired that we 
should settle the currency question. Mr. 
Hill contended that the first duty of the 
senate was to ascertain what was wanted 
by the administration and the treasury de- 
partment; whether it wanted temporary 
relief or some elaborate legislation involy- 
ing a change in the currency and financial 
system of the country. 

Mr. Vest interrupted Mr. Hill to state that 
the president in his message said that there 
was not a deficiency but a surplus, wut that 
it was not in gold. 

Mr. Hill replied that there were those 
who thought the president's message took 
a rather cheerful view of the condition of 
the tinances. However, he called attention 
to the fact that the estimate of the secreta- 
ry of the treasury suggested a deficiency of 
$10,000,000, The senate should have it del? 
nitely determined whether any temporary 
firancia! legislation was desired or some- 
thing more radical, for the reason that he 
believed the country should be put aright on 
the subject, so that the administration 
might deal fairly with congress and con- 
giess fairly with the administration. Mr. 
Hill submitted a resolution and asked Its 
immediate consideration, directing the sec- 
ratary of the treasury to inform the senate 
whether iz Was necessary or desirable that 
legislation should be had to authorize the 
issue of bonds, treasury notes or other se- 
curities to realize moneys for the purpose 
of paying current deficiencies in the reve- 
nue, and if so, the nature and substantial 
details of such legislation. 

Mr. Allen, populist of Nebraska, objected, 
and under the rule the resolution went over 
until tomorrow. 

Mr, George, in charge of the bankruptcy 
bill, submitted a resolution, which was re- 
ferred to the committee on rules, providing 
that from and after February Ist, the sen- 
ate should meet daily at 11 o'clock. In ex- 
planation of this resolution Mr. George call- 
ed attention to some newspaper paragraphs 
indicating obstructive tactics on the part of 
the republicans, intended to prevent action 
on the bankruptcy bill. This gave rise to 
a short discussion in which republicans de- 
nied with more or less irony the accuracy 
of the report. In. the midst of this debate 
Mr. Morgan moved an executive session,and 
the senate closed its doors and began the 
consideration of the Japanese treaty, 

The doors were reopened at 4:05 and the 
senate at once adjourned, 


THE DEATH HOLL. 


Gadsden, Ala., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Dr. J. Matt Bevans died suddenly tonight 
from heart failure. He was in his office 
at his usual work all day. He returned 
home at 6 o’clock and was suddenly attack. 
ed with severe pains in the region of his 
heart. He was dead in twenty minutes. 
His sudden death has prostrated his entire 
family. He was forty-eight years old and 
leaves a widow and a daughter and an 
aged father. He was among the most 
prominent physicians of Alabama. 

Waycross, Ga, January 30.—(Special.)— 
Andrew J. Miller, who died last night, was 
buried at 4 o’clock p. m. at Lott cemetery. 
Mr. Miller was a prominent business man 
and was, until a few weeks ago, a member 
of the firm of Cason & Miiler. He had 
been suffering for some time with Bright's 
disease and the effects of la grippe.

Dispensary Bill for Alabama. 


'* A dispensary bill was introduced into the 


senate today by Senator McRae, of Wash- 
ington. It provides that in county sites 
where the sale of liquur is now prohibited 
the governing board or.city council may 
carry on in its corporate capacity the busi- 
ness of buying and selliag ftiquors. Not 
more than $5,000 can be invested in the 
business and no amount leess than a quart 
can be sold. The county commissioners 
must appoint a public dispenser. The whis. 
ky sold must be of the best qualtiy. The 
dispensary must be Kept closed between 10 
o'clock p. m. and 6 a. m.

REGISTRARS NAMED. 


Judge Lumpkin Appoints the Three 
for Fulten County. 

Acting under the general registration law, 

which was passed by the last Icgislature, 
Judge Lumpkin has appointed three regi- 
strars for Fulton county. 
* The three gentlemen were named by him 
yesterday and are Messrs. Henry Lamar 
Smith, A. L. Holbrook and W. M. Scott, 
the first two being democrats and the 
last named a republican. 

There is no provision made in the new 
law as to the parties to which the three 
registrars shall belong. It simply says 
that all three must not be of the same 
party. This condition is complied with in 
the appointment of the gentlemen named. 
Henry Lamar Smith was formerly of the 
firm of Fuller & Smith. A. L. Holbrook 
is an ex-councilman and W. M. Scott is 
the well-known real estate dealer. 

The duties of the registrars are well de- 
fined in the new law, which is general for 
the state. Under the new law it is the 
duty of the tax collector of each county 
to keep a list of those who desire to be 
registered to vote, This list is to be kept 
in a book prepared for that purpose so 
that a list will be always in hand. From 
this the tax collector is to prepare a list 
of those who are seeking to vote by means 
of registration. 

This done the list goes to the county 
registrars. In the meantime @ second list 
is prepared to go to the registrars with 
the list from the tax collector. This list is 
that of voters wro are disqualified from 
voting. The tax collector, the clerk of the 
superior court and the county ordinary 
have this list in charge. It is their duty 
to look into the list prepared by the tax 
collector and to look over the proper 
records and determine what persons are 
disqualified. There may be some who aré 
disqualified by reason of non-payment of 
taxes or because of some mental inca- 
pacity or on account of having been con- 
victed of some crime. 

Both of these lists are turned over to 
the registrars, whose duty it is to ex 
amine them carefully and make any cor- 
rections that are necessary and to hear, 
if necessary, any testimony that is sought 
to be introduced by any voter who believes 
that he has been disqualified through 
mistake or otherwise. This revised list is 
then given to the election managers and 
they are to be governed alone by it. The 
registrars meet fifteen days before the 
election and receive $2 per day w ac- 
tually at work. It is provided, ever, 
that if the county commissioners see 


proper this amount msy be increased.

The purpose of the representatives of the 
roads leading from Atlanta to Chicago and 
the west was to get some definite arrange- 
ments made by which the lines forming the 
quickest routes west could secure desirable 
space at the Cotton States and Internation- 
a] exposition for a grand exhibit.

Mr. D. H. Eliiott, general land agent for 
the Plant system, was in Atlanta yester- 
day for the same purpose, and selected a 
beautiful site for the building that is to go 
up in the name of H. B. Plant. 

Mr. Elliott is one of those business men 
who goes at business ina lively fashion, and 
before he leaves Atlanta today he will have 
closed his deal with the exposition company 
for a complete and strikingly handsome 
building to be placed on ‘the grounds. 

“Some time ago I submitted to Mr. H. B. 
Plant, president of the Plant system, a 
plan for the building that we are to have 
at the exposition,” said Mr. Elliott to The 
Constitution. ‘“‘He had called upon me for 
suggestions, declaring that it was his in- 
tention to buld as handsome a railroad 
building at the exposition as was to be 
found on the grounds. : 

“I proposed that ge have a huge pyramid 
100 feet high, built of phosphates and phos- 
phate rocks from the territory through 
which our lines pass. The interior of the 
pyramid is to be an old Roman sort of 
hallway sixty-four feet square and eighteen 
feet to the ceiling.

Colonel Wrenn Denies the Rumor. 

The telegrams recently sent out by the 
newspaper correspondents of Tampa about 
the reorganization of the passenger de- 
partment of the Plant system are denied 
by Colonel B. W Wrenn in a private letter.

A Small Army of Deputy Marshals Raid 
the Wiregrass. 


THEY CAPTURE S:VERAL PRISONERS 


But Lucius Williams, the Man Most Want- 
ed, Is Stillat Liberty—A Day’s 
News in Macon. 


Macon, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)—It is 
probable that on next Monday Judge Speer 
will hear the case against sundry citizens 
of Irwin and Telfair counties, charged with 
rescuing L. L. Williams, of Telfair county, 
from Deputy Marshals Poore and Kelley 
on December 5S, 1894 This trial promises to 
pe of far-reaching importance, and it is not 
known at this writing how many persons 
may be arrested or may be involved in the 
affair. There are now nine well-known 
citizens of Telfair and Irwin counties in 
jail awaiting trial. 

Some time last year Lucius Williams, of 
Telfair county, was enjoined by Judge 
Speer from interfering with certain land 
belonging to the Dodge Lumber Company. 
Williams was given opportunity to estab- 
lish his claim to the land in court. He did 
not put in an appearance, but placed him- 
self in contempt of court by not observing 
Judge restraining order. Deputy 
Marshals Poore, Kelley and Thomas were 
‘sent to Telfair to arrest Williams. They 
did so and while Poore and Kelley were 
coming along the road a number of Wil- 
liams’s friends rescued him from the depu- 
ties; Lucius Williams is still at large. 

On last Wednesday night, January 22d, 
United States Marshal Harrell and a num- 
ber of deputies with Winchesier rifles left 
Macon via the Georgia Southern and 
Florida road for Telfair and Irwin counties 
to arrest Lucius Williams and those who 
aided in rescuing him. The details of this 
‘trip are now for the first time and 
make interesting reading. Marshal Harrell 
and the deputies who accompanied him 
from Macon went uirect to Tifton, in Ber- 
rien county. There other deputies from the 
southern part of the state met them. 
Marshal Harrell’s party, or posse, consist- 
ej of thirty deputies. On horseback and 
in wagons and buggies they proceeded from 
Tifton into and across Irwin county, in- 
tending to cross the Ocmulgee river and 
enter Teifair county in search of the ma- 
jority of the men desired. They lost the 
direct route and went out of their way 
‘about twelve miles. Finally they got on 
the straight road, and when they reached 
the Ocmulgee river they found it very high 
and too dangerous to cross. They recon- 
noitered and confined the scenes of their 
operations to Irwin county. 

As before stated, they. had left Macon 
on Wednesday night, January 23d. On Fri- 
day night, January 25th, Deputies Farnell, 
Hurst and Raley arrested W. 8B. Fussell, 
known as “Tug,” near Minnie, Irwin 
county. On the same night Bén Williams, 
Macon McDermott and Bob Williams were 
arrested near Dominey’s mill, or at Wil- 
liams & Dixon’s mill. This arrest was 
made by Deputies Poore, Moseley, Whit- 
ley, Kelley, Willis and Jones. [he officers 
had no warrants for Ben Williams, but he 
was held temporarily in order to effect 
certain plans which have been carried out 
satisfactorily. Ben Williams was soon re- 
leased and not brought to Macon. On Sun. 
day, January 27th, Henry and Alex Fussell, 
after being notilied that they were wanted 
by the officers, came from Telfair county 
over to Irwin county and surrendered 
themselves to the officers. The five pris- 
oners and the marshal and his posse then 
rede seven miles in private  con- 
veyances from near Haynes’s planta- 
tion, in Irwin county, where the marshal 
had his camp, to Abbeville, Wilcox coun- 
ty. There they took the train and went 
to Cordele. From Cordele the marshal and 
about eight deputies boarded the Georgia 
Southern and s‘iorida train with the pris- 
oners and came to Macon. The other dep- 
uties, about twenty-two in number, did 
not come to Macon, but departed to their 
several homes throughout the lower 
of the state. On reaching Macon Monday 
afternoon the prisoners were put in the 
Bibb county jail. On Tuesday, by order of 
Judge Speer, Henry Fussell was released 
from jail, as there was no evidence show- 
ing that he had been implicated in any 
Way in the rescue of Lucius Williams. Fus- 
seli left for his home in ‘Telfair county ‘0- 
day. Before departing he made a written 
statement to the effect that he and the

Maltreated in the slightest way by the offi- 
cers and were treated as considerately as 
possible by them. He declares that the 
officers were not guilty of any reprehensible 
conduct and puts his strong denial to all 


_Teports to the contrary. 


Deputies A. C. Farnell and Joseph Raley 
remained in the wire grass and went with 
Ben Williams, who had been arrested and 
released on last Friday, to Telfair county, it 
being understood that Williams would ad- 
Vise certain of his fellow citizens who were 
Wanted by the officers, to quietly give 
themselves up and submit to arrest. It is 
Presumed that the advice of Ben Williams 
Was heeded, for on Monday and Tuesday 
Messrs. D. O. Kelly, Dave F. Wells, Mose 
Williams, George Williams and T. F. Wil- 
Yams, of Telfair, voluntarily presented 
themselves to the officers, and they reached 
Macon this morning. They are in jail at 
the present writing and say that they are 
Not at all apprehensive about the result 
of the trial, and confidently predict their 
acquittal. 

Lucius Williams, who was rescued from 
the deputies last December, has not yet 
been caught, but the handcuffs which he 
Wore at the time he was rescued were found 
On Marshal Harrell’s raid locked up in a 
Sofa in W. B. Tussell’s house in Irwin 
county. They will be used in evidence at 
the trial. 

Whether the prisoners are guilty of the 
charges are not, all who know Marshal 
Howell will readily attest that he would 
not maitreat any one, and while he is a 
fearless, faithful and efficient officer he is 
at the same time a conservativ and humane 
Man in every respect. 

The prisoners affirm their innocence, and 
friends of Lucius Williams say that he is 
hot intentionally in contempt of court, but 
that his attorney from some cause, failed 
to represent him at court. 

Today Judge Speer passed an order re- 
leasing David J. Wells trom jai] as there 
Was no evidence implicating him. Wells 
Was one of the Telfair party who arrived 
in Macon this morning. Judge Speer also 
ordered that all the prisoners excepting T. 
J. Williams, be arraigned before him on 
February 4th to answer the charge of res- 
cuing Lucius L. Williams from the deputy 
On December 8th, and the further charge 
of contempt of court. T. J. Williams is re- 
quired to answer before United States Com- 
missioner Erwin on February 6th, to the 
Charge of conspiracy and murder. It is 
Charged that Williams shot and killed the 
hegro, Tom Young, on January 19th, while 
at work on land claimed by the Dodge com- 
bany and which Lucius L. Williams also 
Says belongs to him, Williams. 

Today when Commissioner Erwin read 
the charges. to T. J. Williams, he plead 
hot guilty. Colonel Joseph Preston will de- 
fend him. There are said to be several

This 
Was a wise selection, as Mrs. Lipscomb 
has long been identified with the Lucy 
Cobb institute and along with Miss Ruther- 
ford, has succeeded in building up the in- 
stitute to its present high standard of ex- 
cellence. Mrs. Lipscomb is a woman of 
rare literary and educational talents. She 
is the daughter of Professor William Ruth- 
erford, who for more than thirty years 
was professor of mathematics in the uni- 
versity. She is the widow of the late Pro- 
fessor F. A. Lipscomb, who was ayson of 
the lamented chancellor, Andrew A. Lips- 
comb, of the University of Georgia. Her 
selection as principal of Lucy Cobb institute 
gives great satisfaction. » 

A War About a Picture. 

Athens may have a little war on indecent 
pictures posted on the theater bill boards, 
One of these pictures put up by the com- 
pany presenting “She” has attracted con- 
Siderable attention and adverse criticism 
from many. The objection roused to the 
picture is that the human form of the lady 
in the scene is not sufficiently draped. 

As it is against the municipal laws to 
post indecent pictures on the bill boards, a 
great many Would like to see the authori- 
ties take the matter in hand. The picture 
has its friends, however, who say they 
see nothing indecent in it. The police de- 
partment is stirred up over a publication in 
The Augusta Evening News in which it is 
stated that the officers refuse to make ar- 
rests for disorder created at the opera house 
on the ground that the parties have friends 
and relatives with a considerable political 
pull. They deny the story in full and say 
it does the force a great injustice.

THE REPORT IS IN. 


Falton’s Grand Jury Turns Oat the 
Regular Presentments. 

The grand jury presentments were hand- 
ed in ;yesterday morning by Foreman 
Martin Amorous. There Was the usual 
sweeping condemnation of the county jail) 
and the recommendation “‘that the county 
commissioners take the necessary steps to 
erect a capacious and safe county jail.” 

There was one recommendation which 
seems to come in direct opposition to a 
recent action of the county commissioners 
This recomendation is-—to the effect that 
the county sell 150 or 200 acres of the alms- 
house property fronting on the main road 
and build with that money a new place 
for the convicts and new quarters for 
the imbeciles. This is the very opposite 
of a step taken by the county commis- 
sioners. 

It hag not been many months since the 
old board of county commissioners pur- 
chased additional property for the alms- 
house. This property 1s very extensive, 
and cost the county $18,000. This money 
might have been put into buildings, but, 
after a thorough discussion as to the needs 
of the county in the direction of the alms- 
house, the property "vas purchased. Now 
comes the grand jury, before the property 
is all paid for, and recommends that 200 
acres of the property fronting on the 
main road be disposed of and additional 
buildings put up. 

It appears tnar there is a difference of 
opinion somewhere, and more may be heard 
from this very source. 

The County Police Called to Time. 

It is stated in the presentments that it 
has come to the notice of the grand jury 
that there have been several complaints 
from different sections as to positive negli-. 
gence of duty on the part of the county 
police. 

The grand jury recommends that the 
county commissioners take such steps as 
will give the county more efficient service 
from the police, and that they be required 
to faithfully look into every complaint 
made by citizens. There is no statement 
as to whether reference is made to the 
former county police or those in charge of 
Chief Verner. 

Some Other Recommendations. 

The paving of several roads to the county 
line is recommended. 

In reference to public puwildings, it is 
recommended that the preseut chambers 
on the second floor of the courthouse be 
changed into a courtroom for the civil 
branch of the city court, and turn over the 
present courtroom to the criminal branch, 
as there are other rooms held in reserve 
for jury rooms, but which are not used 
for chambers. The ground recently pur- 
chased on Pryor street is recommended as 
a good place to build more office room, 
and it is suggested that a new courthouse 
will soon have to be built for this purpose. 

Tax Collector Stewart is in decidedly 
close quarters in his »Present office, and 
the grand jury recommends that the alley- 
way back of the courthouse adjunct be 
closed up, and that the space gained be 
utilized for additionat room for the tax 
ecollector’s office. 

There is a recommendation that the 
representatives of Fulton county use their 
best efforts at the next legislature to pass 
a law putting all county officers and so- 
licitor on a salary, instead of allowing 
perquisites. 

It is recommended, also, that the pay of 
jurors remain at $2 per diem as hereto- 
fore. The work of all the court officials is 
commended.

Gainesville, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)— 
Charley Ware, colored, convicted of mur- 
dering his wife on or abour January Sth, 
has been sentenced to be hanged on March 
8th.

The evidence was circumstantial, 
but the jury found him guilty without any 
recommendation to mercy.

COL, OSBORNE DEAD. 


The Gallant Commander of Fort McPher- 
son Dies in St. Angastine. 


AN OLD ARMY LANOMARK IS GONE 


Lieutenant Colonel W. L. Kellogg Will 
Succeed Him—Major Freeman, of the 
1Gth, Will Be Promoted, Too. 


News of the death of Colonel Nathan M. 
Osborne, commanding the Fifth infantry, 
stationed at Fort McPherson, was received 
in Atlanta yesterday morning with deep re- 
gret. He died at Si. Augustine, Fla. 

Colonel Osborne came to Atlanta recently 
frcm the fcrt at St. Augustine and had been 
here ever since, in command of the Fifth 
infantry at this place. He was held in 
highest esteem by every soldier at the fort 
and was greatly admired and beloved by all 
who knew him. 

He was a native of Salem, Mass., and 
entered the United States army when a 
young boy. He was made a captain in the 
Thirteenth regiment in 1861. He was pro- 
moted to the office of major in the army 
while stationed in the west in 1873. In Feb- 
ruary, 1882, he was promoted to a lieutenant 
colonel’s rank, with the Eighth regiment of 
infantry, and in 1888 was made @lonel of 
the Fifth infantry. He was breveted ma- 
jor while engaged in the of Vicks- 
burg with the Thirteenth infantry, 

He had for sometime past been suffering 
With some dread kidney trouble, and two 
months ago was taken seriously sick at 
Fort McPherson, It was thought best for 
him that he be sent to St. Augustine again 
for a warmer climate, hoping that he might 
improve there and be restored to better 
health. 

Dr. Caldwell, surgeon for the Third Unit- 
ed States artillery, who had been attending 
him all through his illness, went with him 
to St. Augustine and was attentive to him 
throughout his sickness there. He thought 
the colonel would improve at St. Augustine, 
and, indeed, he did show signs of recovery 
until day before yesterday, when he was 
suddenly taken worse and lingered until 
yesterday, when he died at the Beecher 
hotel in that city. 

The news of his death was telegraphed to 
Fort McPherson yesterday morning and it 
was the cause of genuine sorrow there. All 
of the soldiers loved Colonel Osborne and 
everybody in Atlanta who has become ac- 
quainted with him since he came here with 
the Fifth infantry to take the place of the 
Third artillery, held him in highest es- 
teem. 

Colonel Osborne was a striking figure in 
the army and was a very popular soldier 
throughout his entire caree® with the army. 

He was a very handsome man and had 
delightful manners and a most pleasing ad- 
dress, 

Lieutenant Colonel Kellogg in Charge 

The death of Colonel Osborne places Lieu- 
tenant Colonel W. L. Kellogg in charge of 
the Fifth infantry. This means a perma- 
nent promotion for the latter. 

While the death of Colonel Osborne will 
be a severe blow to the men of the regi- 
ment it will be particularly pleasing to 
them that so popular a man as Lieutenant 
Colonel Kellogg is to take his place. There 
is, perhaps, not a man in the entire army, 
whatever be his rank, that is so popular as 
Lieutenant Colonel Kellogg. 

He chanced to be, at the death of Colone) 
Osborne, the ranking lieutenant colonel in 
the whole army and takes the place of Col- 
onel Osborne at once. 

Colonel Kellogg is fifty-three years old, 
and has been wath the army for many 
years. He was formerly stationed at Jack- 
son barracks, New Orleans. 

The death of Colonel Osborne promotes 
Major Freeman, also. Major Freeman is 
at present with the Sixteenth infantry at 
Fort Douglas, Utah, and is to become lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Fifth infantry. This 
will bring him to this fort at once. 

Colonel Kellogg and Colonel Osborne met 
for the first time in E] Paso, Tex., two years 
ago. 

Colonel Osborne went to St. Augustine 
from Atlanta a month ago, hoping that a 
change of climate would be of benefit, but 
his disease was too deep-seated and he grew 
steadily worse until his death. His adju- 
tant, Lieutenant Hunter Liggett, came with 
him and last Sunday Quartermaster F. C. 
Kimball was summoned from Fort Mc- 
Pherson. 

Colonel Osborne leaves a brother, E. B. 
Osborne, who lives at Salem, Mass., and a 
sister, Mrs. David Saunders, who resides at 
Boston, Mass., whose husband arrived here 
last night. Funeral services will be held 
here tomorrow afternoon at 4 o'clock, and 
at 5 o'clock the body will be forwarded to 
Salem, Mass., for final interment,

Leaving 
Jackson he next accepted a position on The 
Memphis Appeal, but failing to find the 
work sufficiently remunerative he returned 
to his native state and devoted himself ‘to 
farming for eight years. 

After coming to Atlanta in 1858, Colonel 
Acton became identified with The Atlanta 
Intelligencer and afterwards with The Cru- 
sader. For a short while he was connect- 
ed with The Literary Casket, published 
at Fayetteville, Ga., by Morgan H. Looney. 
During the war Colonel Acton served as 
general news agent in Johnston’s depart- 
ment of the army of Tennessee. After the 
war he went to Notasulga, but, remaining 
there for only a short time, he came back 
to Atlanta in 1866 and entered the grocery 
business. In 1868 Colonel W. A. Hemphill 
tendered him the position of traveling agent 
for The Constitution, and in this capacity 
he servea the paper for eighteen years, 
traveling into all parts of the south. He 
was one of The Constitution’s most trusted 
and valuable men for many years. 

Smitten. with paralysis, he entered the 
broom business on Marietta street, as soon 
as he recovered. About two years ago he 
sold out his business and retired. Colonel 
Acton married in 1846. His wife survives 
him but no chitiren.

travel. The south is far better off than 
the northwest, and has stood the finan- 
cial depression better than any other 
section, but our people, nevertheless, 
have felt the touch of hard times. Their 
lands and products will not be given 
away, although they will be sold at 
prices that will be very inviting to the 
strangers who desire to make their 
homes among us. We are not bidding 
for immigrants who are unable to take 
care of themselves, but for _ settlers 
whose capital and enterprise will make 
them self-supporting. 

Still, it goes without saying that 
northwestern farmers with a very lim- 
ited capital will be able to do better 
with it here than anywhere else.on this 
continent. 
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The Silver Builion in the Treasury. 

What is to become of the silver bul- 
lion now in the treasury purchased un- 
der the Sherman act of 1890? 

That law went into effect August 13, 
1896, and the purchasing clause was re- 
pealed November 1, 1895. The total 
purchases of silver builion between 
those dates amounted to 168,674,682 
fine ounces, costing $155,931,002. 

The total coinage to July 1, 1894, was 
$36,087,943, consuming 27,911,768 fine 
ounces. The law provided that 2,000,000 
ounces monthly should be coined up to 
July 1, 1891, which, in the ten and one- 
half months succeeding August 13, 1890, 
would amount to a coinage of about 
$27,000,000 from 21,000,000 fine ounces. 
From July 1, 1891, to July 1, 1894—coia- 
ages since then have been insignificant— 
Secretaries Windom, Foster and Car- 
lisle altogether have coined, in the ex- 
ercise of their discretion, only about 
9,000,000 silver dollars.

more silver. His official reply was that 
| no more had been needed to redeem the 
coin notes. The real reason was that 
he, as well as Foster and Windom, his 
predecessors, had ¢reated these coin 
notes as gold notes exclusively, redeem- 
ing them in gold only. 

According to Mr. Carlisle’s last annual 
report there was in the treasury on July 
1, 1804, 140,699,243 ounces of silver bul- 
lion, eosting $126,757,819. This will 
coin into $181,910,180, of which the 
seigniorage is $55,152,861. That is to 
say, if all the silver bullion were coined, 
there would be silver enough to redeem 
all the outstanding coin notes and $55,- 
152.361 over, which latter sum would be 
available to pay any demands against 
the government. 

As it is, this vast amount of bullion 
excepting the Httle coined sinee last 
July—enough to make nearly 182,000,000 
silver dollars, is Iving in the treasury 
as idle aud useless as a million bushels 
of cotton seed in the bowels of Stone 
mountain. 

What does the administration propose 
to do with it? Jn strict accordance with 
the other suggestions of Mr, Cleveland’s 
message would be the further recom- 
mendation that all the silver bullion, 
now in the treasury vaults, be forthwith 
carted to the base of the Washington 
monument and sold at auction for gold 
in order to maintain the parity between 
the metals.

THE MESSAGE IN THE SOUTH. 


Jacksonville Times-Union: But the presi- 
dent recommends a loan sufficient in 
amount to redeem other forms of currency 
redeemable in gold.

would have the last ray of hope taken 
from them of meeting their obligations 
and securing the comforts of life. The 
Times-Union has always favored bimetal- 
lism, and it is not willing to see the coun- 
try take this further step to the demoneti« 
gation of silver and the reduction of all 
values. The raid on the gold in this coun- 
try is made by the bondholders. The 
masses of the people do not care to have 
other forms of currency redeemed. 


Augusta Chronicle: The thing that 
worries President Cleveland is that our 
“comfortable surplus in the treasury is not 
in gold, and therefore does not meet our 
difficulty.”

Cleveland Caste Aside His Masquerade 
ef Bimectalliam. 
From The Chicago Times. 

Washington, January 28.—Cleveland has 
sent in his message and offered his money 
bill in the halls of congress. Both measure 
and message cin be read with profit. Cleve- 
land proposes a system of finance of gold, 
for gold, and by gold. He has cast aside his 
masquerade of “bimetallism” and appears 
in the yellow colors of the incorrigible goid- 
bug he is. He demands gold, bonds, and 
These latter institutions 
are to be practically without limit and en- 
dowed with an issue without frontiers. 
That is the practical effect. Both bill and 
message are the children of bank sugges- 
tion—the acts of the banks through Cleve- 
land. August Belmont and Henry Cannon, 
one representing the Rothschilds, the other 
the more modern money of New York, did 
not put in last week in Washington in vain. 
Pass this bill and the country and its com- 
merce are helpless at the footstool of banks. 
Not once, but a score of times; not last 
week, but a year and more ago, it was told 
and retold in these dispatches that the 
wholesou! purpose of Cleveland was to bring 
finance to gold monometallism and turn over 
the entire paper-money issue of the country 
to the national barks. Today Cleveland 
furnishes the proof of it all in his message 
and liis bill. Pass the bill, issue the bonds, 
found and extend the banks, and the young- 
est baby in the land will never live to 
meet that day when he will escape the 
slavery of the banks. Every American will 
be a thrall to money—a gold serf, a bank 
slave—to the last gasp of his life. His 
hopes, his home, his fortune, his family, 
his whole existence will be held in the hol- 
low of the banks’ hand. One might as well 
provide for the banks’ baptism of infants. 
Their instruction of youth and the burial 
service, changed to consist with the facts, 
srould reat: “The banks have given; the 
banks have taken away; blessed be the 
name of the banks.” 

This message and its consort of a bill 
come from the ether, side of the cabinet. 
The official family of the president has 
becn but a house of finance, divided against 
itself. Carlisle, Gresham, Herbert, and 
Iicke Smith, with Cleveland’s slow assent, 
were the white house authors of the late 
currency schemes which gasped away their 
brief and croupy existence and died in 
Springer’s arms. Now in today’s yellow 
work come Olney, Bissell, Morton and La- 
mont to the surface. More properly the 
gold influence of both hemispheres, from 
the Rothschilds and the Belmonts down, 
has come to the surface. Today's work is 
their work, the work of gold, and Cleve- 
land on his part loaned ready aid. 

While one reads Cleveland's message of 
today get also his message opening the 
extra session when he asked for the death 
of silver. Observe what he recounted as 
evils and their causes. Observe, too, the 
remedies he pointed out and the results he 
promised to flow from the repeal of the 
silver purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law. Compare what he said with what he 
says, What he promised with what has hap- 
pened. It may aid one’ in concluding on 
the goodness and selvent worth of the 
Cleveland guiding. It will help one deter- 
mine whether it is wise to surrender the 
ship to his course and compass at this 
pinch.

He promises to be persistently wrong to 
the bitter ending. Not a Cleveland proph- 
ecy has been fulfilled; not a Cleveland 
promise of finance but has been broken. 
Why should he in his radical departure from 
platform and principle, from the very tradi. 
tions of democracy as well as the provisions 
of the constitution itself, be followed by 
men who profess themselves to be patriots 
or democrats? He is a New York president, 
presiding for New York; he is & pupil of the 
banks, reciting his lessons of finance from 
the lips and at the knees of banks. He be- 
longs to Wall street and the east. Why, 
then, should a south and a west and a 
middle nerth surrender their every interest 
to one who is either ignorant or willfully 
inimical to those intcrests? 

Cleveland demands gold bonds, goid, and 
national banks to save the gold reserve. 
Cleveland could defend the gold reserve 
today by simply enforcing existing laws. 
He could refuse gold and pay silver for 
every dollar which today drains the sub- 
treasury of gold. But he declares that to 
refuse gold when demanded world be to 
shake confidence in the ggvyernment, which 
would in its turn mean crash and commer- 
cial chaos. Therefore, says Cleveland, let 
us have bonds, take up these greenbacks 
and ail these other threats to a gold re- 
serve and issue national bank notes. What 
difference would it commercially make 
whether the government refuses gold for 
these coming nationai bank notes or refuse 
it today for greenbacks’ As a fact, no 
crash would occur, no cataclysm happen in 
either case. But Cleveland offers no sub- 
stitute in his scheme which will do away 
with any danger just now baring its teeth. 
Instead of bonds with subsequent national 
bank notes, why not issue greenbacks at 
once? What statesmanship is it which pays 
private individuals 3 per cent on its own 
money, @ money, too, which wouldn’t be 
worth a splinter if the government bond 
wasn’t beneath and behind it all? What 
fashion of statecraft is it which takes hun. 
dreds of millions of the property of the 
rich and exempts it needlessly from taxa- 
tion, leaving the burden to the poor? ‘“‘Pop- 
ular bonds,” indeed! ‘he banks will have 
them ail and intend to have them all in 
six months. Popular small denomination 
bonds! Popular small denomination clap- 
trap! That is & phrage to fool the people 
with. 

But the best thing about Cleveland's 
scheme is that it wen't go through. It will 
also accelerate the run om the gold reserve 
and break that toy a bit sooner. The coun. 
try, unless all signs fail, is going to silver, 
not by the laws of man, but the laws of 
God. Silver is real, not artificial. Cleve- 
land has fighting a fact, not a fancy 
of man. first to last im his hopeless 
struggle for gold, and gold alone, a condi. 
tien, not a theory, hus confronted him and 
he has never been prufound enough to find 
it out. With his nose pointed up-stream 
towards g2ld he couldn't see that the re- 
sistless currents of trade logic and com- 
mercial necessity were carrying him back- 
werds to silver. If Cleveland were a great 
man he would swim with the current; only 
dullards struggle with the inevitable. 


He would realize that “money’ 
‘measure,” that there is not more 
in @ “gold doliar” or a “silver do'lar’ than 
there is in a “beef Jollar’ 
lar,” and that at the

In her personal appearance Miss Anthony 
is slightly under the medium height and 
her manners a-e ccrdial and prepossessing. 
Though stern at times and always dignified, 
she has nothing in her manners that repels 
the stranger but, on the contrary, a frank. 
ness and a sympathy that rather invites his 
approach. The deep furrows on her face 
show that time, as well as thought, has 
been busily at work and her white locks, 
brushed smoothly back over her well-shap- 
ed head, reveal the fact that she has passed 
beyond her three score years and ten and 
is now living in that golden decade that 
nature grants to only a few of her favored 
children. 

Miss Anthony, or “Aunt Susan,” as she 
is called by the younger members of the 
sislerhood, will celebrate her seventy-fourth 
birthday curing the present session of the 
convention and the anniversary of this 
Sstout-hearted old pioneer of the suffrage 
movement will be fittingly. observed. Miss 
Anthony’s strong features betray the secret 
of her successful leadership. They indi- 
cate not only keen powers of discernment, 
but a cool self-possession that is ready for 
any emergency. The experience of nearly 
forty years in the woman suffrage move- 
ment has given her the skill of an avowed 
crampion and even the infirmities of her 
advancing years have not impaired her 
leadership in the cause of woman suffrage.

“Do you see that young lady,” said Miss 
Anthony pointing to the doorway in which 
the object of her remark was no longer 
visible. “That is Miss Howard. She is a 
bundle of energy, I can tell you, and as 
bright as a sunbeam. I wish we had a 
thousand women in the south just like 
her. She and her clever sisters have ac- 
complished a great work in behalf of wo- 
man’s suffrage and they deserve the zrati- 
tude of the association for their labors in 
behaif of the convention.” 

Miss Howard reached Atlanta last Mone 
day afternoon and since that time she has 
devoted her eiergies, without an hour’s 
relaxation, to the task of getti.. ready for 
the big convention. 

Yesterday she was continually on the 
go. ‘It would have taken a good size flash 
of lightning to keep up with her. As one 
who brought the convention to Atlanta she 
felt it encumbered upon herself to meet 
the delegates and to see that ail of them 
were confortably quartered at the Aragon. 

Mrs. Harriet Taylor Upton, Miss Alice 
Stone Blackwell and Rev. Anna H. Shaw 
have also been at work and their labors in 
behalf of the convention have been unre- 
mitting. They have been assisted by the 
local members of the association and these, 
for the greater part, have stationed them- 
selves at the depot to meet the incoming 
trains, 

Among the Arrivals. 

Nearly every train that entered the depot 
yesterday afternoon brought de!evates to 
the convention.

The number of arrivals was so great 
that the little committee at the depot 
found it a difficult matter to handle the 
crowd.

How the Movement Started. 

Fifty years ago three American ladies 
Were sent to England to represent this 
country at the great peace congress held in 
the city of London, 

These ladies were Flizabeth Cody Stan- 
ton, Lucretia Mott and Martha Gage. On 
reaching London, after an ocean voyage Of 
more than six weeks, they were denied ad- 
mittance to the congress because they were 
not men. Deeply grieved they returned to 
the hotel at whicn they were stopping and 
wept bitterly. Before leaving Engiand they 
resolved on returning to America to in- 
stitute a reform crusade in behalf of wo- 
man’s rights. 

Miss Stanton is still living at the ad- 
vanced age of eighty-two years. Her grand 
father was Judge Cady, a prominent law- 
yer of New York, and from him she ac- 
quired a thorough knowledge of the legal 
profession. It was in his office, shortly af- 
ter her return from England, that she 
framed a bill governing the property of 
married women. This bill was introduced 
in the New York legislature and became a 
law in twenty minutes from the time of its 
introduction. This identical Jaw has been 
adopted in six different countries of the 
world and in nearly all the states of the 
American union. 

From this distinguished tric of women the 
suffrage movement emanated. It Was 
shortly after this that Lucy Stone became 
associated with it and later on Miss An- 
t.ony came into the reform. 

Miss Stanton is perhaps the most grace- 
ful and fluent speaker in the ranks of the 
association, and though now past eighty, 
she still posses a wonderful oratory. 

Personal Mention. 

Among the notable ladies attending the 
convention is Mrs. W. E. S. Fales, better 
known as Margherita Arlina Hamm. Mrs.

leading journals’ of New York and enjoys 
quite an extensive literary reputation. 

Mrs. Lillie Devereaux Blake, the presi- 
dent of the New York City League, is @ 
leading delegate. Mrs. Blake is a south- 
ern woman and was born in North Caroli- 
na. For eleven years she was the presi- 
dent of the New York State Association. 

The famous Lucy Stone, one of the pio- 
neers of the suffrage movement, died about 
a year and a half ago. After espousing 
the: suffrage movement she married Mr. 
Henry B. Blackwell, an ardent friend of 
the cause. who will no doubt be present at 
the convention. Everybody will naturally 
be interested in the husband and daughter 
of this distinguished woman. 

Henry B. Blackwell was born in Bristol,, 
England, May 4, 18%. His father, Samuel 
Blackwell, was a leading sugar refiner of 
that city, who moved to New York with 
his family in 1832, and in 1804, in connec- 
tion with the firm of Gower, Guppy & 
Co., of London, England, established the 
Congress steam sugar refinery, putting up 
the first vacuum pans ever used in Amer- 
ica and introducing pere the modern art 
of sugar refining, which has since attained 
such gigantic dimensions. In 1838 the fam- 
ily moved to Cincinnatl, where his father 
died a month late r,leaving a wife and 
nine children among strangers. The moth- 
er and older sisters opened a school, kept 
the family together and educated the 
younger children. ‘All that I am I owe to 
my mother, sisters and wife,” is Mr. Biack- 
well’s crowning argument for woman suf- 
frage. He married Miss Lucy Sione, of 
West Brookfield, Mass., May 1, 1855, and 
in the following year engaged ig business 
in New York, residing in Orange, N. J. 
At the time of their marriage Miss Stone 
and Mr. Blackwell united in a public pro- 
test against the legal inequalities of the 
marriage laws, and agreed never to ap- 
peal to the laws in case of disagreement. 
Regarding .the custom of merging the 
wife’s name in that of her husband as part 
of a system of wifely subjection, Lucy 
Stone retained through life her own name, 
with her husband’s hearty approval, Since 
1869 at the annual meetings of the Ameri- 
can Woman's Suffrage conventions in 
Cleveland, Philadelphia, New York, Brook. 
lyn, Baltimore, Washington, Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis, Detroit, 
Chicago, Topeka, Omaha, Des Moines, 
Minneapolis and cther places the husband 
and wife have always been united and in- 
separable, taking part also jointly in suf- 
frage campaigns since 1857 in Kansas, Ver- 
ment, Michigan, Nebraska, Colorado, 
Rhode Isiand, ete. After a married life 
of ideal harmony, purity and affection -of 
forty-eight years Mrs. Stone passed away 
at her beautiful home on Pope's hill, Dor- 
chester, October 18, 1893, whispering with 
her last breath, ‘“‘“Make the world better.” 
Her husband and daughter varry on two 
woman suffrage weekly papers—-The Wo. 
man’s Journal and The Woman’s Column, 
“devoted to the rights and interests of 
woman, and especialiy to her right of suf. 
frage.”’ 

Miss Alice Stone-Blackwell is the only 
loving child of Lucy Stone and Henry RB. 
Blackwell. She was born September 14, 
1858, at Orange, N. J. She resides with her 
father at their old home on Pope’s Hill, 
Derchester, Maes.; is a member of the New 
England Women’s Club, and of the New 
Ergland Women’s Press Association: re- 
cording secretary of the National Aroerican 
Woman Suffrage Association, an execttive 
officer in the New England and Massachu- 
setts woman suffrage associations, presi- 
dent of the Dorchester Woman Suffrage 
Let.gue ard vice president of the United 
Frierds of Armenia. She is also associate 
superintendont of franchise in the National 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union and 
active in the temperance work. Scholarly, 
unselfish, refined and gentile, she is known 
cverywhere as a peacemaker.

effective speakers in the convention. It is 
said that her eloquence carried the day in 
the state of Colorado. She will be one of 
the speakers at this session of the conven- 
tion and everybody should hear her. 

Mra. Gougar Tried to Vote. 

Mrs. Helen M. Aiougar is a suffragist 
with practical ideas. She recently made an 
effort to cast a ballot at her home in 
Lafayette, Md., and now she has a suit 
pending in the courts to establish woman's 
right to vote. She decided that there was 
no constitutional reason why a woman 
should not vote and with that belief she 
presented herself at the polling place. She 
has made a test case of it. 

Mrs. Gougar arrived in Atlanta yester- 
day. She will take a prominent part in the 
deliberations of the convention. 

A life-long friend of Mrs. Gougar’s fur- 
nishnes the following study of her charac 
teristics, methods and aims: 

“She is pre-eminently an intellectual wo- 
men. Her predominating qualities of mind 
are quickness of apprehension, penetration,

“Subjects of trivial importance, which 
absorb the attention of many women, con- 
sequently receive from her but a passing 
notice. Her mind instinctively grappies 
with the great social and philanthropic 
problems of the dey. 

“Her talent for business is remarkable. 
Mind and not impulse directs in all of her 
transactions. With the eye or an expe 
rienced financier, she scans every feature 
of a business venture, and seldom makes a 
mistake. No detail is forgotten, no con- 
tingency is ov2rlooked. A great worker 
herself, she demands earnest work of all 
who enter her service. ‘The fact that, 
though exacting, she is universally beloved 
by her employes proves tnuc her exactions 
are just, and that she possesses tact and 
executive ability of a high order. 

“As an orator she is graceful, ezsy and 
wholly free from affection. She speakyv 
without manuscript or notes, aad apparent 
ly without effort. In speech she is direct, 
fluent, original, earnest, and at times im- 
passioned. Expression and appropriate 
gesticulation enforce her words.” 

Mrs. Gougar is a regular couatributor to 
The Chicago Inter Ocean and several other 
newspapers. She has won many friends 
for the cause of home rule m Ireland by 
her letters from the ‘Distressed Isle’ as 
well as by her able lectures upon the sub- 
ject. She has. traveled extensively over 
Great Britain and Europe, studying the 
condition of the working people in the old 
world. Her special work in reform is in 
legal and political lines, being thoroughly 
well posted in constitutional law. She has 
several times been cailed to address special 
committees in congress, and also before the 
legislatures of Indiana, New York, Wiscon- 
sin, lowa and Kansas. 

She is the author of the law granting mu- 
nicipal suffrage to women in Kansas, and 
to her efforts are largely due the success 
of that measure. Mrs. Gougar is the wife 
of a successful attorney-at-law, a man of 
fine education and wealth, who is in full 
sympathy with her in all her public enter- 
prises.

A CHAT WITH MISS HAMM. 


Her name is Margherita Arlina Hamm 
and she is one of the best known and most 
brilliant women of this end of the century. 
She came down here with the woman’s suf- 
frage associaticn to report their speeches 
and all the happenings of interest in their 
great meeting. I found her in her room 
at the Aragon yesterday afternoon. She 
is rather short and inclines to embonpoint. 
Her hands are exquisite—tiny, dimpled, 
with thin, tapering fingers—babyish Httle 
hands that look innocent of work. Her 
face is foreign looking and wonderfully 
brilliant. Her black hair grows on her 
brow like Marie Stuart’s. There’s a bit 
of a dimple in her chin and her eyes are 
superb, great dark lustrous eyes full of in- 
tellect and gentleness. Though she comes 
of French extraction her skin ig more that 
of a Spanish woman's, dark, clear and 
cororful. She talks directly at you with her 
eyes and you like her for it, because out 
of their depths shines the light of intell- 
gent truth unmarred by vanity. 

She didn’t want to talk of herself at first. 
It was the newspaper woman’s instinct 
that prompted her to first consider the per- 
sonalities and the especial mission of those 
women abcut whose doings she came down 
here to write; therefore, it took some urg- 
ing ere I learned that she was a Canadian 
by birth; that her maternal grandfather 
was an Episcopal bishop and that her pa- 
ternal one was a member of the 
house of commons; that she began writing 
for The Boston Herald when thirteen years 
old and made her first journalistic hit at 
sixteen. 

“I went to see Mr. Blaine,” she said, “at 
his country place near Bar Harbor, and 
during the visit I obtained Mr. Blaine’s 
opinion on the tariff, a thing for which for- 
ty newspaper reporters were striving. I 
got a ‘beat’ and sold the story to The Lon- 
don Times. It was printed over my own 
signature, and I was the first American 
woman whose name ever appeared to a 
newspaper article in that great journal. 

“I also had the luck,” she continued, “to 
be the first woman to address Princess 
Eulalie upon her arrival in this country. I 
went down to her steamer, the Marie The- 
resa, and greeted her in her own 
The interview and story made 18, 
for The New York Herald.” 

“And your latest special work?’ 

“Well,” she said, “I was a a 
spondent. Yes, don’t ] 


of who has acted in /that journalistic ca- 
pacity. It happened {n this way. My hus- 
band held an important consular position 
in China under the last republican admin- 
istration, and that fact, of course, gave 
me an entree where the mere card of a 
newspaper woman would never have car- 
ried me. Mine was the privilege, with that 
of only two other foreign women, Mrs. Gen-

| and right bere jet me remark that the 


Chinese have no army at all. They use 
bows and arrows and queer pots filled 
with all sorts of explosive chemicals. When 
Mr. Cleveland came in Mr. Fales was, of 
course, called home and we started on our 
journey to southern China. There I went 
on board a Chinese man of war and was 
most courteously treated by the great Chi- 
nese statesman and general, Li Hung 
Chang, and was given a high place of honor 
on the ship, from which I could view the 
Chinese militia. After this we went to 
Peking and there I received a new year’s 
greeting from the empress of China. From 
Peking we went to Corea and thence to 
Seoul, where I was when the war opened. 
I called upon the Japanese general, Oshi- 
ma, and he put up the American flag in 
my honor, and was very lovely to me. 

“After gathering all the news I could at 
that time, we sailed for America, going, 
of course, to San Francisco. I had my war 
story ready—enough matter to make a 
whole page in one of the New York papers. 
No information of the trouble had reached 
Europe or America. As soon as I arrived 
I offered my story to the highest bidder. 
The World paid $300 for it and published it 
in full, and also cabled it to London.” 

These are just a very few of this brilliant 
woman’s achievements in journalism. The 
amount of literary work ‘she has done 
during the thirteen years of her journalistic 
career is enough to make ane ordinarily 
busy woman's head swim. She has writ- 
ten poems and magazine stories, has done 
daily reportorial work, has interviewed 
people, corresponded for papers at home 
and abroad, edited departments, done, in 
fact, every sort of newspaper and maga- 
zine work on every sort of subject. 

She is now the proprietor and editor of 
that very able publication, The Journalist. 
She does regular newspaper work for The 
New York Herald, The Mail and Express 
and The Baltimore American, She has 
been an indefatigable traveler, having 
gone over a greater portion of this mun- 
dane sphere in search of information. She 
never failed to find it either, and finding 
it, she did not let it go after writing it 
down on paper like so many others of her 
profession. She has @ library of scrap- 
books and diaries, and her finely-shaped 
head contains a perfect encyclopaedia of 
knowledge. There is no subject upon 
which she is not well informed, and upon 
the woman subject agitating the world 
today she can give the minutest and most 
delightful data. She is a woman suffra- 
gist, of course, and surely not even the 
narrowest of men could deny such a wo. 
man the political rights possessed by the 
most ignorant of his own sex.

That Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton is 
eighty years old; is the mother of seven 
splendid ehildrem, who have all added 
honor to her name; has always been a 
perfect housekeeper and is the only woman 
in the world who was presented to Queen 
Victoria in a high neck gown. 

That the New York women are enor- 
mously interested in suffrage and that 
Mrs. George Gould, Miss Helen Gould, 
Mrs. Russell Sage, Dr. Mary Putnam 
Jacobi, Miss Chanler and Miss Def orrest 
are among the most prominent advocates 
of the cause, 

That many of the great ministers of 
Gotham are preaching the equality of men 
and women from their pulpits. 

That Mary Livermore was converted to 
suffrage by her husband, Dr. Livermore, 
who believes in that text in the Bible 
which reads, “And God created male and 
female simultaneously, they tv rule over 
all the earth.’’

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Financial Gossip. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

The week opened with withdrawals of 
Fold amounting to $8,750,000 from the treas- 
ury, 4N appeal from the president to cot- 
Eress imploring it to give immediate legis- 
lative relief, an advance in exchange to 
the highest point in years and a rise in 
money on call to 3 per cent. 

It goes without saying that these vents— 
these financial troubles—resulted as  pre- 
dicted in this paper, in declining prices, 
due in the main to liquidation by hoiders who 
have become alarmed at the increasing 
gravity of the situation. While the relie 
asked for by the president, if accorded 
quickly, will exert temporarily a good in- 
fluence, we believe that the market’s nat- 
ural tendency in downward, that ultimate- 
ly conditions will result in a materially low- 
er range of values. 

The railroads have been coping with very 
bad weather, especially the Grangers, in 
the west and northwest. To those sections 
the past week brought one of the worst 
blizzards in years For some hours traffic, 
as a result of the greeat storm, was at a 
standstill, 

Luckily no great volume of it was mov- 
ing, though expenses were of course largely 
increased. When it takes four engines to 
haul a train and the thermometer is. down 
to zero or lower, the cost of .lunning rail- 
roads enlarges amazingly. As to graia 
tonnage, it has been the kind which short 
crops have made familiar—very light. This 
is particularly true of the Granger roads, 
though applicable to nearly all, as evi- 
denced by the fact that in three weeks 
Chicago deliveries of grain and tgur—the 
latter reduced to wheat—show a failing off 
of no less than 7,500,000 bushels, as com- 
pared with 1594. 

The showing made by the Grangers is 
of special interest. Those having the larg- 
est miieage in the burnt districts suffered 
the heaviest loss of business. Burlington 
leads, with a decrease of 2,488,000 bushels, 
while its mileage in the four states above 
named is 3,789 over two thousand of it in 
the devastated regions of Nebraska. 

second in the list is the Northwest, with 
a mileage of 3,185 and a decrease of 2,436,000 
bushels. The road’s mileage in the fore- 
going states goes far towards explaining 
its poor earnings. Rock Island, with 2,446 
miles, decreased 1,716,000 bushels, and St. 
Paul, with 2,794 miles, 1,016,000 bushels. 

Including all roads the decrease in the 
deliveries of the three cereals was quite 
Startling. Only 3,145,000 _busnels of corn 
came in, 4,986,000 less than a year ago. Of 
Oats 2,482,000 or 1,415,000 less, and of wheat 
540,000 bushels of 580,000 less. 

As the attention of the street is pretty 
certain to be directed towards Chicago Gas 
from time to time a few. words about that 
company’s affairs and the differences be- 
tween the managers and the new stockhold- 
ers who have bought the stock for control 
may be of interest. 

Said new stockholders are capitalists. 
Messrs. H. H. ‘Rogers and his associates 
and some of them made their fortunes out 
of the Standard Oil Company, and are still 
identified with that corporation, either di- 
rectly or indirectly. Indeed, the latter fact 
explains their recent acquisition of Chicago 
Gas stock. 

As well Known, there are few large gas 
companies in the country which are not 
supplied by the Standard with the oii out 
of which their product is made. One of the 
exceptions is Chicago Gas. That company 
gets its oil, as it has for years, from the 
Manhattan Oil Company of Ohio. 

The latter is a fiourishing concern. It is 
reported to have increased its capitalization, 
in branching out last year, from $3,000,000 
to $8,000,000. It was a strong and growing 
competitor of the Standard and the latter 
has never taken kindly to that sort of com- 
petition. 

Now the managers of the Chicago Gas 
Company and those of the Manhattan Oil 
Company are virtually one and the same. 
As managers of the gas company they 
bought oil from the Manhattan, as man- 
agers of the Manhattan they sold the lat- 
ter’s product to the gas company. 

In the kind of contracts they made with 
themselves in the last mentioned capacity 
there was never a question as to the mar- 
gin of profit. As long as they managed 
the gas company, the Manhattan was a 
machine which turned out gold dollars for 
them. 

This spectacle interested prominent capi- 
talists in Chicago, who knew that with such 
abuses reformed, the management changed 
and an honest one installed Chicago Gas 
instead of being run for Wall street and 
the Manhattan oil concern, would be quite 
another property. 

The Standard Oil interests above referred 
to took similar businessalike views. East 
and west combined. The street knows the 
rest—how the combination bought large 
blocks of the stock in order to put the pres- 
ent gas management out and how the lat- 
ter worked the Moloney “racket’’ in order 
to remain in. 

These explanatory remarks are 
without prejudice either in favor of or 
against gas stock and its market. We be- 
lieve that in due course—perhaps sooner 
than expected—Chicago Gas- will sell ex- 
Manhattan oil, that the Chicago-New 
York interests which have bought for con- 
trol will be successfully installed.in the 
management. ; 

Cottonseed Oil. 

The Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter says: 
“The low prices at which all products of 
cotton seed have been sold of late has at- 
tracted attention. Early in the crop year 
the prevailing belief was that fair prices 
and largely increased consumption coukd be 
relied upon. Under this belief the milis pur- 
chased seed on what they regarded a con- 
servative basis. As the season advanced it 
Was seen that the price fixed for gs°<t] 
would no longer be justified by the de- 
creasing market value of products, but 
many of the mills had already purchased 
large supplies while others had contracted 
to take all the seed offered from the plant- 
ers at a fixed price. The sales made during 
the past fortnight show the lowest prices 
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indications warranting a belief that higher 


prices may be expected in the near fu- 


ture,’’

The 
spot sales there were 10,00 bales at un- 
changed prices. Augusta advices claim that 
the acreage in that territory is Hkely to 
be considerably reduced. Memphis advices 
claim that there is no profit in raising five- 
cent cotton, and they, therefore, predict 
a failing off in the acreaye next season, 
The weather at the south of late has been 
inclement and this may cause some reduc- 
tion in receipts.

A Conspiracy Proved. 

George Goble and Matt Terry, two boys, 
were sentenced to four years in the Colum- 
bus penitentiary as a result of their con- 
viction upon a charge of conspiracy. 

Old man Reuben Higgins, who lives in 
Gilmer county, had, it seems, informed 
upon an illicit distillery, which was run by 
his son-in-law, Lem Goble, and the result 
was that the boys banded together to “do 
up” the old man and his son. The son-in-

law came very near succee@ing in this line 
of endeavor, as he stabbed Higgins, cutting 
him seriously. 

Lem has vanished, but George and Matt 
Terry, who were proved to have a hand in 
the affair, were on trial at yesterday’s ses- 
sion of the court, and the jury, after being 
out but a few minutes, found a verdict of 
guilty. Judre Newman fixed the sentence 
for each at four years in the penitentiary 
and a $00 fine. 

After Tom Wright Again. 

Tom Wright, the ex-deputy marshal who 
has figured so largely in many of the stories 
of depredations in Murray and adjacent 
counties, will be made the subject of a rule 
of court. 

Just as the court adjourned District At- 
torney James announced that he would ask 
for an attachment against Wright, who is 
charged with whitecapping, and is now out 
on bond, the ground for this attachment 
being his interference with witnesses of the 
ecurt. 

It seems that Wright got into a diffi- 
culty with a witness named Milbank and 
kuocked him down. . 

Some Minor Sentences. 

Several prisoners charged with minor of- 
fenses, who had pleaded guilty, were ar- 
raigned for sentence. 

The first of these was William Butler, a 
negro, who attempted to pass a bad dol- 
lar on a Decatur street wienerwurst ven- 
der. When Butler was called Dr. Woif 
announced that the boy desired to make a 
statement exGcuipating his associate, Iom 
Boone, who is charged with having fur- 
nished the bad doilar which was at the 
bottom of ali the difficulty. But Butler 
didn’t see it that way. He stated in open 
court that this was not the case, but that, 
on the contrary, Boone had done just as 
he was charged with doing. The negro 
got a sentence of nine months in the Ful- 
ton county jail. 

L. K. Brookshire, a boy scarcely out of 
his teens, confessed to making whisky last 
year. His sentence was two months and 
a fine of $100. 

Tom Nash, another boy, whose home, he 
said was near the North Carolina line, 
knowledged that he had made some block- 
ade whisky, as was charged and he was 
given a sentence of one month. 

G. W. Beaver got a month’s sentence for 
the same offense. Beaver is from Fannin 
county. 

M. V. Black, of Hall county, who ac. 
knowledged selling three and a half pints 
of the two gallons of blockade liquor which 
he had, was sentenced to two months in 
Hali county jail. 

Riley Haney, a very black negro, who 
said that his home was at Cave Springs, 
plead guilty to selling blockade liquor, but 
said he wasn’t really guilty. He stated 
that he had simply gone to buy some liq- 
uor for another man, and added that he 
had been in jail fifty-eight days. Judge 
Newman took his case under advisement 
for further investigation, and it will prob- 
ably come up today. 

James Ritchie pleaded guilty to distill- 
ing. He said that his bondsmen wanted 
to give him up, and as he had broken his 
arm just a few days ago he thought the 
best way for him to do was to enter a plea 
of guilty and get through with his sen- 
tence as soon as possible, Judge Newman 
fixed this at one month in Hall county 
jail, the time to date from last Monday, 
when he made his first application for 
leave to enter this plea. 

A right pitiful case was that of J. Matt 
Little, who was charged with counterfeit- 
ing. Little acknowiedged that he was 
guilty of making the bad money, but said 
that the reason he did it was because of 
the extreme need at his home It was 
proven that the money he made went for 
flour. He got mixed, however, in his state- 
ment of how he came in possession of the 
molds, and his story did not have the ef- 
fect it would otherwise have had. The 
court announced, however, that it wculd 
tuke until today to look into his case.

GRAND JURY REPORT. 


The Affairs of Fulton County in Good 
Shape. 


Atlanta, Ga., Fulton County, January 39, 
1895.—To His Honor, J. H. Lumpkin, Judge 
of the Superior Court, Atlanta Circuit: The 
grand jury, selected, chosen and sworn for 
the fall term, 12%, of Fulton superior court, 
having finished their labors, beg to submit 
the general presentments. The work of the 
gtand jury has been done through commit- 
tees and the reports of the comunittees, 
which in the main makn up our present- 
ments, are as follows: 

1. e visited the almshouse on the lth 
day of October. The main building and 
grounds for whites, we found in splendid 
condition, the inmates comfortable and well 
cared for. In this department we found 
fifty-six inmates. In the department for 
the colored people, we found the same care 
exercised as in the white department, and 
with thirty-two inmates. 

We were especially imvressed with the 
department for imbeciles which with its 
limited won gd was clean and comfortable, 
every available means in its possession be- 
ing used for the improvement of its unfor- 
tunate inmates, which were, in all, fifteen. 

The convict department, in which were 
twenty-three women, we found while well 
kept, to be entirely unsuited and insuf- 
ficient for the safe end comfortabie keeping 
of convicts. We recommend this as 4 
most excellent means of disposing of fe- 
male county convicts, for through the splen- 
did management of Dr. Hope, they have 
largely made the home self-sustaining. 

We recommend that the county sell one 
hundwed and fifty or two hundred acres of 
land fronting on the main road, and va#e 
the proceeds in erecting new quarters near 
the main building for the imbeciles and 
buildings suitable for the convicts of the 
hew tract of land. 

We would call the attention of the com- 
missioners to these matters and especially 
recommend Dr. Hope as a most efficient 
and competent manager of this department 
of the county affairs. 

2. Justice Court Dockets—We find the 
justice court dockets, as a rule, kept as the 
law requires. We have no special recom- 
mendation to make except that a larger 
docket than that now provided by law be 
furnished to justices whose districts are in 
the city. The docket furnished by the 
county, in a small book, large enough for 
the business transacted in the country dis- 
tricts, but inadequate for the justices in 
the city. The use of these small dockets 
vould produce inextricable confusion in the 
ccurt where the greater part of the litiga- 
tien is conducted. ; 

The dockets in use by the city justices 
are large and expensive, ccsting about 
twenty dollars each ($20), while the county 
allows them two dollars each ($2), the same 
as for the small dockets. We are sure the 
use of the larger dockets is in the interest 
of the public and the county, and we fee! 
it an injustice to the officers whose business 
requires the use of these books that thay 
are forced to pay for them. 

We recommend that the attention of the 
county commissioners be called to this mat- 
ter with the suggestion that they take 
sich action in the matter as they deem 
aif. 

_8. Camps of the Chattahoochee’ Brick 
Company—We visited about the first week 
in November, and found as follows: 

Number of convicts then in camp there, 
156, of which there were forty-one hetween 
the ages of eleven and twenty: in hospita) 
at that date, five; number of deaths during 
the year, six. The quarters appeared to be 
kept in good condition, and inquries of the 
corvicts elicited the informaticn that they 
received a sufliciency of wholesome food. 

4. Roads—We find the main r gen- 
erally in good condition, and recommend 4s 
follows: 

That all main roads be paved to,county 
line, as fast as practicable, Capitol avenue 
to be put in good condition from city limits 
to Henderson’s store; and working the 
Plaster bridge road and the Cheashire bridge 
and Sandtown road, and also to extend the 
Boulevard from Belt junction to Peachtree 
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road near residence of Samuel Pharr abougf

tree creek are in bad condition and 
covering. 

Bridge on south prong of 
creek, known as Smith's bridge or 
Cheshire, is in bad condition. The railing 
on Johnson's bridge over Nancy creek and 
Sandy creek bridge on the river road is 
not in good condition. On Hast Point road 
on Utey creek bridge approach at each 
er} neels widening so wagons can pass 
each other going in opposite direction: 

We further recommend that all impor- 
tant bridges in future be built of iron. 

>» Stockade—We visited the stoekade and 
made .a thorough inspection of the prem:- 
The buildings are heated by steam 
and are clean and well ventilated... The 
prisoners say they are well fed and com- 
fortably cared for. The system and regu- 
lations are so perfect that there ds little 
sickness in the camps. We found only 
three in the hospital and they were con- 
valescent. The rest of the gang, say 25), 
we found engaged on the 
being done at the exposition grounds, and 
are doing valuabje service, without which 
it looks like it would have been impossible 
to have done the work in the time for 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition. 
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Male convicts only are sent to the stock- 


ade and the whites and colored have sepa- 
rate apariments for eating, sleeping, 
ing, etc. The female convicts are ail sent 
to the almshouse farm under the ebie 
management of Dr. hope. 

The farm attached to the stockade, we 
are informed, is worked exclusively by the 
cripples and those not able to work with 
the reguiar gang on public roads, and the 
productiveness of the land is remarkable. 

The county police have headquarters on 
the grounds, with telephone connection 
with the city. We believe Fulton county 
has a good, if not a better, convict sysiem 
than any county in the state.*All of this 
has been brought about under the conscien- 
cious and systematic efforts of Captain T. 
J. Donaidson, the taithtul and able super- 
intendent. 

6. Public Buildings—We recommend that 
the county commissioners take the neces- 
sary steps to erect a capacious and safe 
county jail. 

The county courthouse is not large 
enough to accommodate all the courts and 
the various county officers. We recom- 
mend that the county commissioners look 
into the matier of changing the present 
chambers on the second floor into a court- 
room for the civil branch of the city court 
and then turn over the present courtroom 
to the criminal branch of the city court. 
There are other rooms in the courthoyse 
held in reserve (bui not used) for jury 
rooms that could be utilized for chambers. 

For additional rooms for courts for 
offices the ground recently purchased on 
Pryor street adjoining the present court- 
house could be improved at a small outlay 
for this purpose or a general plan for a 
new courthouse, which wiil have to be 
built eventually, might be adopted and a 
building which would be a part of the 
future courthouse could be erected on this 
new lot. 

The tax collector’s present office is too 
emall for the county’s needs and we 
recommend that the alley adjoining this 
office be closed at each end and floored 
over and doors be cut into it from the 
collector’s room, thus utilizing at a small 
cost the room not now used. 

7. Whereas; The county having appointed 
police for the protection of order and 
property outside of city police powers, it 
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has come to the notice of this grand jury 
that in several instances complaints have 
been made to them from different sections 
of the county of positive geglect of such 
duty and we would recommend that the 
county commissioners take such steps as 
will give the county more efficiehit ser- 
vice from the police and that they be re- 
quired to faithfully investigate all com- 
plaints made by citizens in order to catch 
the offenders of law and order. 

8. Pensions—We have carefully examined 
the lists for pensions in this ¢gounty and 
have failed to find any one on either list 
of confederate veterans or widows of con- 
federate veterans who are not entitled to 
the pensions they are receiving. 

We recommend that our representatives 
in the legislature use their best efforts to 
pass a law putting all county officérs and 
solicitor on salary insiead of allowing per- 
quisites.

Motion for a New Trial in the Carr and 
Myers Cases to Be Argued Today. 
W hat Isa Lottery scheme? 


Early yesterday morning, before the gray 
of dawn had begun to light up the eastern 
sky, Deputy Sheriff Will Green: levied a 
mortgage fl. fa. on the Acme barber shop 
and nailed up the doors. 

It was anything but warm, and the depu-.- 
ty sheriff had just been roused from bed 
to walk out into the cold and see the 
papers. But he was rot the only sufferer. 
About 2 o’clock yesterday morning Deputy 
Clerk Harrison’s slumbers. were disturbed 
by tremendous knockings which resounded 
throughout the entire neighborhood. 
least this is the view Mr. Harrison took 
of the knockings at the time. 

He hurriediy dressed himself and went 
to the doo-. He was informed that he was 
wanted to issue a fi. fa. on a mortgage 
foreclosure. This mortgage was given by 
F. Jones & Co., proprietors of the Acme 
barber shop, to Mrs. Maude J. Gartrell 
Wynn for $1,070. The accommodating depu- 
ty clerk finished his toilet in short order 
and went with his unwelcome visitors to 
the courthouse, where he recorded the fore- 
ciceure and issued the necessary papers. 
Jt was Mr. Charles Wynn wha was look- 
ing after the closing of the shop and as 
soon as he secured the necessary papers 
he went at once to the home of Deputy 
Sheriff Will Green, who was quickly arous- 
ed. The deputy sheriff remarked mentally 
that it was a quite paradoxical proceeding 
to close up a shop before it was opened, 
but he said nothing. It was after 3 o’clock 
when he reached the Acme and he at once 
perfected the service in a legal way. When 
the proprietors arrived yesterday morning 
they were rather surprised. 

In the meantime Deputy Sheriff Green 
and Deputy Clerk Harrison will try to 
make up their lost beauty sleep. 

J. B. McElveen Fined $500. 

J. B. MecElveen, charged with: gaming 
and convicted of that offense, was fined 
Tuesday by Judge Richard Ciark. The 
amount of the fine was placed at $000. 

McElveen gave notice that he intended 
to carry the case to the supreme court 
and gave bond in the sum Of $50. He also 
gave a bond in the same sum for a charge 
of cheating and swindling, which is docket- 
ed against him in Brunswick. 

In the Atlanta case for gaming, McElveen 
is charged with having played an important 

part in the Cunningham game at the Ara- 
gon hotel. It was charged that he secured 
the notes signed by John Cunningham and 
disposed of them. McElveen claimed @Mat 
he was not in the game at all, but that 
Cinninghain requested that the notes be 
made out to him, as he wanted to have it 
supposed that they were given for grain. 
It was this game which was brought into 
the investigation by the Baker-Wright com- 
mittee. 

*Twill Be an Important Decision. 
The case of the Nantahala Marble and 
Tale Company against J. A. Fisher is in 
hearing before Judge Westmoreland and 
yesterday an important point was made by 
Mr. R. J. Jordan, attorney for the gefend- 
ant, in which he claimed that the company 
Was conducting a veritable lottery and 
therefore could not recover the amount of 
the stock from his client. 

The Nantahala company is suing Fisher 
for money he subscribed for stock and re- 
fuses to pay. It seems that, according to 
Fisher, the company sold him two shares. 
of stock with the understanding that when > 
he paid for the stock that he was to have a 
chance to draw two lots, and that wherever 
these lots appeared to be on the slip of p1- 
per he would have them located. In other 
words, he might get a lot in the mountains 
or near the town site. This, Mr. Jerdan 
claimed, was a lottery. Judge Westmore- 
land said that if this was true—that if 
neither the stockholder nor the. company 
knew where the lots wculd be—thatit was a 
lottery. He said, however he would leave it 
to the jury to decide whether the defere 
ant’s Statements were borne out by the 
facts. 

Messrs. Mayson & Hill and King & 
Spalding, attorneys for the company, said 
that it was not a question of fact, but one 
of law, but the judge decided as stated 
and the case was continued. 

Those Motions May Be Heard. 

The motions for new trial in the cases 
of Alex Carr and Will Myers will probably 
be argued today. The hearing of the argu- 
ment has been postponed several times, 
but both cases will more thaa likely be 
disposed of today. 

It will be argued by Messré,. Arnold & 
Arnold, for Alex varr, that the jurors read 
reports of the trial. There are also any 
number of exceptions to the judge’s charge. 
Alex Carr is still in a state of dementia, 
though he appears to be improving of late. 
If the motion for a new triai fails before 
Judge Clark it will be taken to the su- 
preme court. If it is turned down there, 
the Messrs. Arnold & Arnold have still an- 


claim @ trial on the ground of lunacy and 
can have a hearing before a jury drawn 
from the members of the grand jury. 

In the Myers case the motion for a new 
trial is based on the usual legal grounds. 
It is alleged in the motion for new trial 
that the verdict was contrary to the evi- 
dence in the case. There are also soveral 
exceptions to the judge’s charge. 

For Another Cemetery. 

A petition for a charter to 1un a ceme- 
tery wes filed in the clerk’s office yesterday 
by C. W. Motes, E. P. Burns, C. P. Byrd 
and others. The incorporators begin with 
a capital stock of $15,000 and ask the privi- 
lege of increasing it to $50,000. The name 
of the cemetery is to be the Highland ceme- 
tery. ,
